U.S.  officials  yesterday  expressed 
regret  at  the  Israel  cabinet's 
categorical  rejection  of  the  Reagan 
plan  for  the  future  of  Judea, 
Samaria  and  the  Gaza  District. 

Secretary  of  State  George  Shultz 
expressed  his  regret  on  one  of  the 
morning  television  shows,  and 
similar  sentiments  were  later  ex¬ 
pressed  by  the  White  House 
spokesman. 

“It’s  hard  for  me  to  believe  that 
Israel  would  reject  the  idea  ot 
peace,"  Shultz  said.  “It's  hard  for 
me  to  believe  that  Israel  would  re¬ 
ject  the  idea  that  they  should  be 
recognized  by  their  neighbours  as  a 
state...  So  Total  rejection’  is  a  word 
that  I  don’t  think  is  appropriate." 

As  senior  State  Department  of¬ 
ficial  briefing  foreign  correspon¬ 
dents  here  said  that  in  unveiling  the 
president’s  plan,  the  U.S.  had  no 
realistic  expectations  that  any  of  the 
sides  "would  jump  with  joy"  over  its 
main  points. 


He  added,  however:  “We  hope 
that  with  time  and  the  opportunity 
to  reflect,  the  plan  will  be  perceived 
and  accepted  as  a  major  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  breakthrough  to  peace.” 

The  official  said  that  the  plan 
constitutes  a  basic  outline  oT 
American  policy  towards  the  Arab- 
Israe!  dispute  that  will  hold  for 
months  and  even  years. 

In  reply  to  a  question  why  the 
U.S.  rules  out  a  Palestinian  state, 
the  official  emphasized  the  realistic 
assumptions  of  the  new  policy.  "My 
personal  view  is  that  if  the  Arabs  in¬ 
sist  on  a  Palestinian  state,  the  issue 
will  still  be  around  unsolved  after 
1 00  years."  he  said. 

The  official  added  that  there  is 
hope  that  ‘The  broad  Arab  con¬ 
sensus  will  now  support  King  Hus¬ 
sein  in  going  into  the  talks. 

The  official  admitted  ’.h*:  'ne 
U.S.  did  not  succeed  after  the  Camp 
David  agreement  in  October  1978 
to  win  broader  Arab  support  for  the 
talks,  but  that  there  is  now  hope 
I  Continued  on  Page  2.

Peres  says 
Reagan’s  ideas 
are  ‘positive’

The  cabinet,  meeting  in  ex¬ 
traordinary  session  yesterday, 
angrily  rejected  U.S.  President 
Ronald  Reagan’s  proposals  on 
the  future  of  the  autonomy 
talks.  The  decision  was 
unanimous. 

The  rejection  was  explained  to 
R eacun  by  Prime  Minister 
Menachem  Begin. 

However,  the  cabinet  took  no 
operational  decisions  calculated  to 
turn  the  inevitable  confrontation 
into  a  collision.  Begin  rejected  a 
proposal  by  Science  Minister  Yuval 
Ne'eman  to  speed  up  settlement  in 
the  areas  or  apply  Israeli  law  there. 

And  it  kept  the  door  open  for  an 
immediate  resumption  of  the 
•autonomy  talks,  provided  that  the 
Reagan  proposals  do  not  serve  as 
a  basis  or  contradict  the  Camp 
David  agreement. 


Begin,  meeting  U.S.  Defence 
Secretary  Caspar  Weinberger  al  the 
Carlton  Hotel  in  Nahariya  where  he 
is  vacationing,  told  Weinberger  that 
Israel  does  not  consider  Reagan's 
ideas  a  basis  for  discussing 
autonomy.  Israel,  Begin  said,  will 
return  to  the  talks  with  the  previous 
parties  and  will  welcome  participa¬ 
tion  by  all  those  whose  invitation  is 
envisaged  in  the  Camp  David  agree¬ 
ments. 

The  published  cabinet  decisions 
(see  p.  6)  measured  Reagan’s  ideas 
against  the  Camp  David  agreement 
and  described  them  as  either  con¬ 
tradictory  to  it  or  absent  from  it. 

The  cabinet  criticized  seven  posi¬ 
tions  advanced  by  Reagan,  in¬ 
cluding  voting  rights  for  East 
Jerusalem  Arabs;  West  Bank  Arab 
control  of  internal  security:  the  de¬ 
mand  for  a  settlement  freeze;  the 
definition  of  full  autonomy;  lies 
with  Jordan;  the  non-application  of 
Israeli  sovereignty;  and  the  even-

West  Bank  and  Gaza  react 
cautiously  to  U.S.  ideas

TEL  AVIV.  —  Labour  Party 
chairman  Shimon  Peres  said  yester- 
dav  that  the  American  position  on 
the  Middle  East  enunciated  by  U.S. 
President  Ronald  Reagan  is  a  “fair 
basis  for  discussion  and  a  positive 
move  by  the  American  ad¬ 
ministration.'" 

He  said  th3t  “all  those  who 
mocked  our  (Labour's)  talk  of  a  Jor¬ 
danian  option  were  wrong.  It  has 
now  been  amply  proved  that  such 
an  option  indeed  exists.” 

Peres  spoke  to  political  reporters 
in  his  office  shortly  after  the  Labour 
political  bureau  almost  unanimous¬ 
ly  adopted  a  long  resolution  he 
proposed  stating  Labour's  reaction 
to  the  Reagan  speech  and  message 
to  Prime  Minister  Menachem 
Begin.  Thirty-nine  bureau  membe;s 
voted  for  the  resolution  and  only 
Knesset  Member  Yosef  Sarid  ab¬ 
stained.

Running  the  gamut  from  habitual 
indifference  and  cynicism  to  a  kind 
of  wary  and  weary  optimism.  West 
Bank  Arab  reaction  to  the  latest 
turn  in  a  search  for  a  solution  to  the 
Palestinian  problem  was  slightly 
more  positive  yesterday  afternoon 
following  the  cautious  response  of 
the  PLO’s  Farouk  Kaddoumi  in 
Athens. 

Kaddoumi.  head  of  the  PLO 
political  department,  said  yesterday 
that  the  proposals  are  not 
“altogether  bad"  and  singled  out  for 
praise  the  idea  of  freezing  Israeli 
settlements  in  Judea.  Samaria  and 
the  Gaza  District. 

Initially  dismissed  by  some  of  the 
traditional  pro-PLO  factions  in  the 
West  Bank  as  no  more  than  “a 
storm  in  a  teacup"  —  as  the  East 
Jerusalem  dai:v  A!  Snj'ib  wrKe  :n 
its  editorial  yesterday  —  the 
American  proposals  were  later 
welcomed  by  a  recently  dismissed 
West  Bank"  mayor  as  "a  slight 
change  in  the  American  position 


that  may  be  indicative  of  some  good 
intentions." 

Another  former  mayor,  Rashad 
Shawwa  of  Gaza,  was  reluctant  to 
react  without  seeing  the  full  text, 
but  he  said  last  night  that  he  was 
"encouraged  to  a  certain  extent’  by 
ihe  American  proposals. 

Much  of  the  response  in  the  West 
Bank  appears  lo  be  hinging  on  what 
posture  the  scattered  PLO 
leadership  will  adopt,  plus  the  sud- 
denlv  strengthened  status  of  Jordan 
in  view  of  the  U.S.  endorsement  of  a 
future  link  to  the  Hashemite 
kingdom. 

The  largest  East  Jerusalem,  daily 
Al-Quds.  which  normally  adopts  a 
moderate  and  pro-Jordanian  line, 
called  on  the  U.S.  administration 
not  to  succumb  to  the  pressure  of 
the  pro-lsrael  lobby  in  pursuing  its 
policy. 

The  leading  moderate  leader  tn 
the  ierritcrie.v.  Bethlehem  Mayor 
Elias  Freij.  could  not  be  reached  for 
comment  last  night.  However,  Arab 
sources  in  East  Jerusalem  reported 
that  he  had  welcomed  the  American 
proposals.

At  the  border  of  the  eastern  sec¬ 
tor,  at  the  museum,  the  Christian 
Lebanese  Forces  (Phalangists) 
hoisted  the  Lebanese  and  their 
organization’s  flag  as  well  as  a  pic¬ 
ture  of  their  leader.  President-elect 
Bashir  Jemayel.

Israeli  and  Lebanese  officials 
have  begun  negotiations  on  the 
future  of  tens  of  thousands  of 
Palestinian  refugees  left,  homeless 
by  the  war  in  Southern  Lebanon,  a 
senior  Israel  government  official 
said  yesterday. 

The  official  said  that  Israel  i$ 
proposing  a  two-stage  resettlement 
scheme.  It  involves  an  initial  hous¬ 
ing  of  the  refugees  —  of  whom  he 
said  there  are  between  20,000  and 
26,000  —  in  lent  encampments  and 
caravans  to  gel  them  through  the 
winter,  and  a  second  stage  in  which 
i  they  will  be  housed  in  new  buildings 
“dispersed”  among  the  various  dis¬ 
tricts  of  South  Lebanon's  major 
cities.  Stdon,  Tyre  and  Nabatiye. 

Almost  all  the  homeless,  said  the 
official,  originally  lived  in  the  now 
i  largely  devastated  Ein  Hilwe 
refugee  camp  near  Sidon  and  the 
Rashidiya  camp  near  Tyre.  Israel 
hopes  to  shut  down  the  camps,  and 
“end  the  anti-Israeli  hatred  they 
bred."  by  dispersing  their  homeless 
inhabitants  among  the  Lebanese  of 
the  big  cities. 

The  official  said  that  some 
Palestinians  have  returned  to  the 
camps  and  begun  to  repair  their 
homes.  “We  are  not  stopping  them. 
But  we  don't  see  the  solution  in  that 
direction,"  he  said. 

The  official  refused  to  go  into  the 
nature  of  the  Israeli-Lebanese  talks, 
which  are  apparently  being  con¬ 
ducted  through  the  local  Lebanese 


district  commissioners.  He  hinted 
however,  that  "major  news"  will 
soon  be  publicized  about  the  ex¬ 
pected  solution  to  the  problem. 

Regarding  stage  two  of  the  solu¬ 
tion,  the  official  conceded  that  “the 
local  Lebanese  hate  the  Palesti¬ 
nians,  viewing  them  as  the  source  of 
their  troubles."  But  the  official 
souftded  hopeful  about  the 
Lebanese  agreeing  to  resettlement 
of  the  refugees  in  the  cities. 

The  official  clearly  implied  that 
Israel  would  not  contribute  funds  to 
either  stage  of  the  resettlement. 
“We  recognize  Lebanese 
sovereignty  over  the  area  we  are 
holding  and  its  inhabitants.  It  is 
their  responsibility,  though  we  can 
understand  that  they  are  at  the  mo¬ 
ment  caught  up  in  the  problem  of 
Beirut." 

At  the  moment,  the  homeless  are 
housed  in  school  buildings,  disused 
garages,  and  houses  under  construc¬ 
tion,  and  are  squatting  in  empty 
flats.  The  official  would  not  say  how 
many  thousands  are  in  schools, 
which  are  due  to  reopen  on  October 
1  throughout  South  Lebanon. 

The  official  said  that  UNRWA 
has  offered  to  contribute  “a  very 
large  number  of  tents"  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  homeless  during  the 
winter.  He  added  that  the  Lebanese 
winter  is  “not  too  bad  along  the 
coast,”  where  most  of  the  homeless 
are  concentrated. 

There  are  also  some  600 
Lebanese  families  who  are  homeless 
as  a  result  of  the  war's  devastation 


in  the  big  cities  —  “some  2,000  to 
2,500  persons  altogether.” 

He  said  that  the  flats  or  houses  of 
300  of  these  “have  been  destroyed 
beyond  repair"  and  the  other  300 
flats  are  badly  damaged  but 
“reparable." 

These  600  families  are  living  with 
relatives  around  Lebanon,  said  the 
official. 

The-  Israel  government,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Official,  clearly  hopes 
that  Lebanon  will  pay  for  the  in¬ 
frastructure  for  the  contemplated 
first-stage  tent  camps.  Israel  hopes 
that  some  of  the  $65  million  al¬ 
located  by  the  U.S.  Congress  will 
also  be  channelled  into  building  this 
infrastructure,  said  the  official 
Israel  also  hopes  that  Lebanon, 
perhaps  assisted  by  Arab  states,  will 
pay  for  the  second-stage  construc¬ 
tion. 

The  reference  in  the  cabinet  com¬ 
munique  of  last  Sunday  to 
“Lebanese  government”  respon¬ 
sibility  for  caring  for  the  homeless 
apparently  refers  to  this  -point. 

At  the  moment,  said  die  official, 
there  are  no  epidemics  among  the 
homeless,  and  all  children  in 
Southern  Lebanon  are  being  in¬ 
oculated  with  booster  shots  against 
poGo  and  other  major  diseases.  “But 
.  medical  aid  for  the  Palestinians  re¬ 
mains  a  problem,  as  medicine  and 
hospitals  around  Lebanon  are 
private  and  expensive  ”  Israel  is  tak¬ 
ing  in  Palestinian  hospital  cases  and 
treating  the  less  severely  fll  in  Israel 
Defence  Forces  field  hospitals  in 
Lebanon,  he  said.

BEIRUT.  —  Conflicting  reports 
yesterday  put  the  number  of  those 
killed  in  .Sunday's  massive,  14-hour 
bombardment  of  West  Beirut  by  the 
Israel  Defence  Forces  at  between 
70  and  238.  with  almost  500 
wounded. 

Lebanese  security  forces  said  “at 
least  70"  were  killed  during  the 
land,  sea  and  air  bombardment, 
while  the  independent  Beirut  new¬ 
spaper  An-Nahar  put  the  figure  at 
165  dead  and  400  wounded 

Lebanese  police  said  the  latest 
casualty  count  showed  238  people, 
most  of  them  civilians,  were  killed 
and  480  wounded.  This  brings  the 
police- monitored  death  toll  to  3,541 
in  West  Beirut  and  11,050 
throughout  Lebanon  since  the  start 
of  Operation  Peace  for  Galilee  on 
June  4. 

In  many  streets  of  West  Beirut  no 
buildings  were  intact.  Whole  apart¬ 


ment  blocks  were  razed  in  the 
coastal  quarter  of  Ramjet  al- Baida. 

The  devastation  extended  as  far 
north  as  the  residential  area  of  Buij 
Abu  Haidar,  only  1.5  kilometres 
from  the  city  centre,  where  the 
facade  of  every  building  was 
blackened  by  fire  and  pockmarked 
with  shrapnel. 

Correspondents  who  tried  to 
reach  PLO  offices  in  the  Fakahani 
area  yesterday  found  that  fallen 
masonry  and  shell  craters  had  made 
the  roads  impassable. 

One  of  West  Beirut's  two  working 
fire  stations  was  destroyed  by  the 
shelling,  leaving  three  trucks  to 
cover  26  square  kilometres  and  a 
population  of  about  500,000. 
Besieging  Israeli  troops  have  cut  the 
water  supply  several  times,  causing 
an  acute  shortage.

Women  soldiers  jailed 
for  beating  Briton 

Jerusalem,  Post  Reporter 
TEL  AVIV.  —  One  woman  soldier 
was  yesterday  sentenced  to  three 
months  in  jail  and  a  second  to  one 
month  for  beating  a  British  woman 
employee  of  Birzeit  University,  the 
Israel  Defence  Forces  spokesman 
said  yesterday. 

The  two  were  convicted  by  a 
military  court  of  beating  Ann  Scott, 
a  research  assistant  at  Biizcit.  on 
July  II  at  the  military  government 
headquarters  in  Ramallah.  Scott 
had  accompanied  two  students  who 
wanted  to  recover  identification 
curds  confiscated  after  protest 
demonstrations  against  the  war  in 
Lebanon.

tion  was  giveb  for  their  absence. 
The  head  of  the  international 
spiritual  centre  at  El  Biada,  a  holy 
shrine  overlooking  the  Huia  valley. 
Sheikh  Fandi  Jamal  E-Din,  was  one 
of  the  Lebanese  guests.  He  expres¬ 
sed  hope  that  peace  will  be  reached 
soon  between  his  country  and  Israel 
to  enable  them  to  resume  their  con¬ 
tacts,  stopped  since  1948. 

The  Israeli  Druse  spiritual  leader,

(Cootned  from  Page  One) 
could  become,  deliberately  or  by 
force  of  circumstance,  a  buffer  or 
protective  curtain  shielding  the 
PLO  from  IDF  pressure  and  thus 
perhaps  even  delaying  the  PLO's 
departure. 

There  is  indeed  a  suspicion  here 
in  Jerusalem  that  some  of  the  states 
that  pushed  for  a  UN  observer 
presence  in  Beirut  (the  resolution 
was  tabled -by  Jordan  and  Spain) 
were  hoping  to  prevent  the  PLO's 
departure  altogether. 

Israel’s  fears  and  suspicions, 
however,  will  have  to  be  balanced  at 
Thursday's  cabinet  meeting  against 
its  knowledge  that  the  U.S.  voted  in 
favour  of  the  resolution.  Indeed,  the 
U.S.  was  active,  according  to 
American  officials,  in  the  behind- 
the-scenes  diplomacy  that  led  up  to 
the  tabling  of  the  resolution.

observers  in  Beirut). 

The  U.S.  officials  stressed  that 
American  support  for  the  UN 
observers  to  monitor  the  cease-fire 
in  no  way  detracted  from  the  still- 
valid  U.S,  offer  to  send  Marines  to 
Beirut  as  part  of  a  multinational 
force  to  supervise  the  PLO's 
withdrawal. 

America's  position  —  it  was  made 
harshly  clear  to  Shamir  in 
Washington  yesterday  —  is  that  the 
cease-fire  must  hold  before  Envoy 
Philip  Habib  can  finalize  the 
evacuation  accord.  The  UN 
observers  are  seen  in  Washington  as 
a  means  of  strengthening  the  cease¬ 
fire,  since  other  means  have  patent¬ 
ly  failed. 

Prime  Minister  Begin  and^  other 
senior  officials  discussed  this  issue 
with  State  Department  aide  Morris 
Draper,  who  flew  in  from 
Washington  on  his  .  way  back  to 
Beirut,  where  he  has  been  assisting 


Peretz  resigns 
Zionist  Org.  post

Knesset  Member  Yitzhak  Peretz, 
who  recently  switched  from  the 
l  ilnid  to  the  Alignment  in  the  Knes¬ 
set,  resigned  yesterday  from  his 
position  as  chairman  of  the  Zionist 
General  Councfi. 

Peretz  apparently  realized  that  if 
he  did  not  resign  willingly,  members 
of  the  ZGC  —  the  legislative  body 
of  the  Zionist  Movement  —  would 
force  Ms  resignation,  through  a  vote 
of  no  confidence.  Only  the  Align¬ 
ment  in  tiie  ZGC  supported  his 
position  that  he  could  be -an  Align¬ 
ment  member  of  the  Knesset  while 
remaining  a  Likud  representative  in 
the  ZGC.

In  a  cable  to  President  Reagan 
responding  to  Reagan’s  birthday 
wishes,  Begin  wrote  yesterday  he 
felt  the  IDF  faced  a  Berlin-like 
situation  in  Beirut  with  “Hitler  and 
his  henchmen"  hiding  in  subterra- ;

violations")  and  authorized  the 
secretary-general  “to  deploy  im¬ 
mediately  upon  the  request  of  the 
Government  of  Lebanon  UN 
observers  to  monitor  the  situation  in 
and  around  Beirut.” 

Perez  de  Cuellar  reported  back  to 
the  Council  four  hours  later  that 
Lebanon  had  formally  requested 
the  observers  to  be  deployed. 

In  Jerusalem  yesterday,  some 
observers  felt  that  Lebanon’s  re¬ 
quest,  made  in  the  name  of  Prime 
Minister  Wazzan,  might  not  have 
had  the  enthusiastic  support  erf  all  of 
the  Beirut  government.  But 
Western  diplomatic  sources  said 
they  believed  President  Sarkis  was 
fully  party  to  the  request. 

The  secretary-general  also 
reported  that  UNTSO  Commander 
Gen.  Alexander  Erskine  had  been 
told  by  Israeli  officials  that  the 
*  cabinet  would  discuss  the  resolution 
soon. 

There  are  about  one  dozen 
UNTSO  observers  actually  inside 
Beirut,  housed  since  the  fighting 
started  in  Lebanese  Army  offices  in 
the  eastern  part  of  the  city.  The  UN 
apparently  wants  to  use  them  as  a 
nucleus  for  the  projected  Beirut 
observer  force  of  50-70  officers, 
drawing  on  other  UNTSO  con¬ 
tingents.

At  the  State  Department,  Shamir 
pointed  out  that  it  is  still  not  clear 
whether  the  PLO  actually  intends  to 
leave  Lebanon  —  despite  the  recent 
six-point  statement  released  by  the 
Arab  League.  .  . 

“The  main  point,”  he  said  "is  to 
know  if  the  PLO  has  really  decided 
to  leave.” 

Shamir,  who  denied  that  Israel 
had  imposed  any  deadlines  on 
Habib's  negotiating  efforts,  said 
Israel  would  abide  by  the  cease-firp 
'if  the  PLO  did  the  same. 

“There  is  not  any  deadline,  but 
it’s  our  position  that  it  can  not  Iasi; 
forever,"  he  said,  referring  to  the 
negotiations.  ; 

“But  the  PLO  are  taking  advan¬ 
tage  of  the  cease-fire  by  kiDing  and 
wounding  our  soldiers,”  he  said. 
‘Therefore,  we  decided  we  wiU 
maintain  a  cease-fire  on  one  condi¬ 
tion  —  that  it  will  be  an  absolute 
and  mutual  cease-fire,  not  a  one¬ 
sided  cease-fire.”

Israel  officials  last,  night 
described  Reagan  as  “firm  but 
friendly"  during  his  meeting  with 
Shamir.  The  president,  however^ 
was  said  to  have  complained  about 
the  “disproportionate”  Israel 
military  response  to  PLO  cease-fire 
violations.  Israel  officials  also  said 
the  president  had  deplored  the  efe

Nahum  Goldmann  was  buried  on  Mt.  Herzl  in 
Jerusalem  yesterday  in  a  ceremony  whose  austerity  con¬ 
trasted  sharply  with  his  colourful  life.  He  died  at  age  87 
in  Bavaria  on  Monday. 

Die  funeral,  at  which  there  were  no  speeches  or 
eulogies,  according  to  Goldmann's  wishes,  was  as 
noteworthy  for  those  who  did  not  attend  as  for  (hose 
who  were  present  at  the  burial  of  the  former  president 
of  the  World  Zionist  Organization  and  the  World  Jewish 
Congress. 

President  Yitzhak  Navon  stood  at  the  graveside 
beside  Goldmann’s  wife,  Alice,  and  his  sons,  Guido  (a 
lecturer  at  Harvard  University  and  a  businessman)  and 
Michael  (a  director). 

Goldmann  was  buried  near  Berl  Locker,  a  former 
chairman  of  the  Zionist  Executive:  the  family  of 
Theodor  Herd;  and  predecessors  in  the  WZO,  Nahum 
Sokoiow  and  David  Woifsohn. 

About  400  attended  the  simple  ceremony  outside 
Jewish  Agency  headquarters  at  11.30  a.m.,  and  half  of 
them  went  on  to  the  cemetery  under  a  hot  noon  sun. 

Among  those  who  attended  the  service  were 
Ministers  Simha  Ehrlich  and  Yitzhak  Moda’i,  Knesset 
Speaker  Menahem  Sari  dor.  Jerusalem  Mayor  Teddy 
Koltek,  the  ambassadors  of  Germany,  France.  Great 
Britain,  Austria,  Egypt  and  Costa  Rica,  and  a  handful  of 
members  of  the  Zionist  Executive.  Also  there  were 
veteran  Labour  leader  David  Hacohen,  Prof.  Ephraim 
Urbach,  Knesset  Members  Shulamit  Aloni  and 
Menachem  Porush  and  Sallie  Lewis,  wife  of  the  U.S. 
ambassador.  . 

Conspicuous  by  their  absence  were  Prime  Minister 
Menachem  Begin,  who  had  planned  to  remain  in 
Nahariya  on  vacation  but  was  holding  a  cabinet  meeting 
at  the  time  of  the  funeral;  Jewish  Agency  Executive 
chairman  Arye  Dulzin,  who  was  on  business  in  South 
Africa  and  did  not  return  for  the  funeral;  and  the  three 
Herut  representatives  on  the  Zionist  Executive. 

The  only  foreign  dignitary  to  attend  was  Prof.  Alex¬ 
ander  Moeller,  a  former  finance  minister  of  the  German 
Federal  Republic  and  personal  representative  of  Chan¬ 
cellor  Helmut  Schmidt. 

In  a  personal  condolence  message  to  Mrs.

Nissim  threatens  to  suspend  court  strikers

Justice  Minister  Moshe  Nissim 
warned  yesterday  that  any  court 
worker  doing  less  than  a  full  day's 
work  as  of  today  will  be  suspended 
without  pay  and  Director  of  Courts 
Moshe  Nacht  warned  that  any 
worker  violating  Wednesday's 
back-to-work  order  will  be  fired  im¬ 
mediately. 

But  Civil  Service  Union 
secretary-general  Reuven  Ben- A  mi 
yesterday  cabled  Nissim  and  Nacht 
that  his  union  had  declared  a  work 
dispute  more  than  two  weeks  ago 
regarding  the  court  workers'  case. 
The  ministry  had  asserted  that  the 
partial  strike  was  not  supported  by 
their  union,,  as  the  workers  had  re¬ 
jected  an  agreement  that  the 
ministry,  the  Treasury  and  the  un¬ 


ion  had  agreed  upon. 

The  workers  began  their  partial 
strike  on  Wednesday,  barricading 
the  Tel  Aviv  District  Court  to  back 
up  their  demand  that  administrative 
workers  also  receive  the  ISZ00O- 
monthly  pay  increase  offered  the 
court  workers.  The  ministry  re¬ 
jected  the  demand,  saying  ad¬ 
ministrative  workers  do  not  perform 
any  more  tasks  than  they  did  when 
the  collective  wage  agreement  was 
signed. 

All  courts  in  the  country,  except 
labour  courts  and  magistrates 
courts  in  Netanya,  Nazareth  and 
Herzliya,  were  virtually  deserted 
yesterday,  as  only  the  12  court 
workers  who  were  ordered  back  to 
work  performed  their  duties.  The  12 
Tel  Aviv  courthouse  workers 
handled  paper  work  dealing  only 


with  arrests,  bail  and  alimony  pay¬ 
ments. 

In  the  Jerusalem  District  Court, 
Acting-President  Judge  Eliezer 
Goldberg  called  a  policeman  to  en¬ 
force  an  order  he  had  issued 
prohibiting  court  workers  from 
locking  the  courthouse's  iron  gates. 
Earlier,  policemen  ordered  workers 
at  the  Jerusalem  Magistrates  Court 
to  clear  the  entrance.  Both  orders 
were  enforced  without  incident. 

“Our  struggle  with  the  ministry  is 
over  bread,  not  cake,”  M  oshe 
Azaraf,  a  workers’  leader  in 
Jerusalem  Magistrates  Court,  told 
The  Jerusalem  Post  yesterday. 
However,  another  worker  told  The 
Post  that  workers  are  ready  to  end 
their  strike  and  get  back  to  work, 
leaving  the  administrative  workers 
to  fend  for  themselves.

New  factory  converts 
cow  manure  to  fuel

A  modern  installation  for  con¬ 
vening  cow  manure  into  combusti¬ 
ble  methane  gas  was  formally 
opened  yesterday  on  Kibbutz 
Zikim. 

Known  as  Nefah  (the  acronym  for 
the  Hebrew  term  for  “Utilization  of 
Agricultural  Wastes”),  the  plant  will 
process  some  three  tons  of  manure 
each  day.

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Alignment  cool 
on  Shahal-Aloni 
letter  to  Savidor

Several  Alignment  Knesset 
Members,  including  party  chairman 
Shimon  Peres  and  three  chairmen 
of  Knesset  committees,  have  dis- 
social ed  themselves  from  a  sharply 
critical  letter  sent  to 
Speaker  Menahem  Savidor  by  fac¬ 
tion  chairman  Moshe  Shahid  and 
Shulamit  Aloni.  who  represents  the 
Citizens  Rights  Movement  wing  in 
the  Alignment. 

In  their  letter,  whose  tone 
Savidor  says  is  “unprecedented”  in 
communication  from  MKs  to  the 
speaker,  Shaha!  and  Aloni  accused 
Savidor  of  wishing  to  “shut  the 
mouths"  of  MKs,  curtail  their 
freedom  of  expression,  and  turn  the 
MK  into  a  prisoner  of  his  party. 

The  letter  came  after  a  speech 
made  by  Savidor  before  the  Likud 
Knesset  faction  on  August  19.  He 
said  that  MKs  should  not  have  the 
right  to  “cross  the  lines"  (as  was 
done,  for  instance,  by  Yitzhak 
Perelz  and  Amnon  Linn,  who  were 
elected  on  the  Likud  list  but  moved 
over  to  the  Alignment). 

"Have  you  considered  why  the 
present  Knesset  is  worse  than  its 
predecessors?"  Shahal  and  Aloni 
asked  in  their  letter  to  Savidor, 
implying  that  he  himself  is  to  blame. 

The  three  committee  chairmen 
who  have  informed  Savidor  that 
they  do  not  share  the  views  expres¬ 
sed  in  the  letter  are  Ora  Namir 
(Education  and  Culture),  Gad 
Ya'acobi  (Economics),  and  Avraham 
Katz-Oz  (State  Control).  Aharon 
Nahmias  and  Michael  Bar-Zohar 
also  dissociated  themselves  from 
the  letter. 

Savidor  has  asked  the  Alignment 
faction  to  invite  him  to  appear 
before  it  to  discuss  the  lessons  to  be 
drawn  from  the  first  year  of  the 
Tenth  Knesset,  as  he  did  with  his 
own  Likud  faction.

Positive  reactions 
to  Reagan’s  speech 


Mexico  makes  dollar  illegal  tender 


LONDON.  —  World  reaction  to 
President  Ronald  Reagan's  speech 
on  the  Middle  East  was  generally 
positive  yesterday. 

Britain  regards  Reagan's  Middle 
East  initiative  as  “a  constructive 
and  imaginative  step",  and  as  “a 
serious  attempt  to  take  account  of 
the  concerns  of  the  interested  par¬ 
ties  and  recognise  that  the  future  of 
the  Paiesli man's  Is  central  to  Middle 
East  peace,"  a  Foreign  Office  state¬ 
ment  said. 

While  not  commenting  directly 
on  Israel's  rejection  of  the  initiative, 
the  Foreign  OfTice  did  say  that  “it 
would  be  a  tragedy  ir  it  were  re¬ 
jected  out  of  hand." 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Soviet 
Union  charged  that  Reagan's  new 
.  Middle  EasL  peace  proposals  were 
designed  to  increase  U.S.  influence 
■in  the  region. 

“The  U.S.  wants  neither  more 
■  nor  less  than  to  establish  through 
diktat  its  “new  order"  in  that 
strategically  important  area,"  the 
official  Soviet  news  agency  Tass 
said. 

Hatem  Hussaini,  Lhe  PLO's 
deputy  permanent  observer  aL  the 
U.N.,  told  reporters  that  “Presi¬ 
dent  Reagan's  statement  contained 
important  and  positive  suggestions 


for  achieving  a  real  and  lasting 
peace  in  the  Middle  East. 

The  PLO  and  the  Palestinian  peo¬ 
ple  strongly  yearn  for  peace  and  for 
a  peaceful  solution  that  will 
guarantee  their  inalienable  right  to 
self-determination  and  living  in  an 
independent  Palestinian  state  on 
their  land.  Palestine."  he  said. 

France's  President  Francois  Mit¬ 
terrand,  visiting  Greece,  withheld 
detailed  comment,  but  he  said  that 
“proposals  that  call  for  Palestinians 
to  have  a  home,  to  regain  a 
homeland,  will  be  supported  by  us." 

U.S.  Secretary  of  Stale  George 
Shultz,  picking  up  support  for 
Reagan's  proposals  from  former 
president  Jimmy  Carter,  said 
Reagan's  proposals  must  be  viewed 
as  a  package  and  not  rejected  simp¬ 
ly  because  parts  are  distasteful. 

Carter  rejected  Israeli  conten¬ 
tions  that  the  new  proposals  go 
beyond  what  was  intended  in  the 
Camp  David  accords  Carter  worked 
out  with  Israel  and  Egypt. 

Carter  said  there  was  “absolutely 
nothing  in  the  president's  speech 
last  night  which  is  contrary  to 
either  the  letter  or  the  spirit  of  the 
Camp  David  agreement.  It  is  ab¬ 
solutely  compatible.”  (JP  cor¬ 
respondents  and  agencies) 


New  rioting  erupts  in  Poland 


WARSAW  (UPI).  —  New  rioting 
between  police  and  demonstrators 
erupted  on  Wednesday  in  the 
eastern  Polish  city  of  Lublin  just 
two  days  after  two  persons  were  kil¬ 
led  there  in  clashes,  the  Polish  news 
agency  PAP  said  yesterday. 

PAP  said  groups  of  mainly  young 
people  gathered  in  the  city  and 
marched  to  the  local  Communist 
Party  headquarters  chanting  anti- 
state  slogans.  A  room  in  one 
building  was  set  on  fire  and  firemen 
tackling  the  blaze  were  pelted  with 
firebombs  and  stones,  said  the 
agency.  Three  persons  died  and  67 
civilians  and  103  policemen  were 
hurt  in  Tuesday's  nationwide  distur¬ 
bances  marking  the  second  anniver¬ 


sary  of  the  founding  of  the  indepen¬ 
dent  union  Solidarity,  it  was  official¬ 
ly  announced  on  Wednesday. 

Official  reports  confirmed  that 
the  disturbances  were 
“widespread"  and  estimated  that 
65,000  to  75,000  persons 
demonstrated  nationwide.  Officials 
said  that  4.050  demonstrators;  were 
arrested. 

The  army  newspaper.  Zolruerz 
Wolnosci.  yesterday  blamed  the 

Solidarity  underground  for  the 
deaths  and  injuries  and  said  the 
street  clashes  made  it  impossible 
that  the  opposition  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  any  national 
dialogue.  (AP,  UPI) 


Another  French  firm  defies  pipeline  ban 


NANTES  (AP).  —  A  dozen  French- 
built  gas  filters  destined  for  the 
Soviet  natural-gas  pipeline  will  be 
delivered  next  week  despite  the 
U.S.  embargo,  an  official  with  the 
firm  that  built  them  said  Wednes¬ 
day. 

An  executive  of  the  Creusot- 
Loire  company  said  the  filters 
should  leave  Nantes  on  Monday. 

Two  other  firms  have  already 
broken  the  embargo  on  providing 
equipment  developed  with  U.S. 
technology' for  the  5,500-kilonietre 
pipeline,. which  is  scheduled  to  slart 
bringing  gas  from  Siberia  to 
Western  Europe  in  early  1984. 

U.S.  President  Ronald  Reagan 
imposed  the  embargo  to  punish  the 
Soviet  Union  for  its  support  of  the 
military  crackdown  in  Poland. 

Dresser  France,  a  branch  of  the 
Dallas,  Texas,  firm  Dresser  In¬ 
dustries,  became  the  first  firm  to 
break  the  embargo  when  it 


delivered  three  compressors  for  the 
pipeline  last  week. 

On  Tuesday,  the  John  Brown 
Engineering  Co.  in  Glasgow, 
Scotland,  began  loading  500  crates 
of  turbine  parts  it  built  for  the 
pipeline. 

After  Dresser  defied  the  em¬ 
bargo,  the  Reagan  administration 
decided  to  temporarily  bar  exports 
of  U.S.  goods,  services  and 
technology  to  Dresser  France  and 
Creusot- Loire,  an  engineering 
group  that  is  one  of  the  main  con¬ 
tractors  for  the  pipeline  along  with 
West  Germany's  Mannesman. 
Dresser  France  is  a  sub-contractor 
to  Creusot- Loire. 

UP!  reported  from  Bonn  that  the 
West  German  firm  of  AEG 
Telefunken  announced  yesterday 
that  it  will  decide  next  week 
whether  to  defy  the  American  ban 
by  supplying  57  pipeline  turbines 
worth  S370  million  to  the  Soviet 
Union.

to  May  16, 1948,  was  a  Palestinian  citizen,  under  the 
Palestinian  Citizenship  Orders  1925-1942). 

Claims  by  heirs  to  nationalized  property  may  also  be 
filed.

MEXICO  Cm'  (Reuter).  —  Mex¬ 
ico  has  declared  Lhe  dollar  illegal 
tender  as  it  carries  out  sweeping 
economic  measures  to  stem  a  mas¬ 
sive  flight  of  capital  that  has  left  the 
country'  virtually  bankrupt. 

AH  private  domestic  banks  were 
nationalized  and  stringent  foreign 
exchange  controls  were  imposed  as 
part  of  the  measures  announced  by 
President  Jose  Lopez  Portillo  in  his 
annual  state  of  the  nation  address 
Wednesday. 

A  decree  published  in  the  official 
bulletin  said  all  dollars  corning  into 
Mexico  through  norma!  inter¬ 
national  banking  channels  can  be 
withdrawn  only  in  pesos  at  a  rale 
fixed  by  the  central  bank  and  all 
dollar  accounts  will  eventually  be 
phased  out. 

The  decree,  which  comes  into  ef¬ 
fect  on  Monday,  when  the  newly 
nationalized  banks  reopen,  was 
designed  to  halt  the  currency  black 
market  that  emerged  in  recent 
weeks. 

Mexican  companies  have  often 
used  dollars  in  domestic  transac¬ 
tions  such  as  bank  loans.  The  close 


Mitterrand  visits 
Greece  for 
talks  on  NATO 

ATHENS  (Reuter).  —  French 
President  Francois  Mitterrand  ar¬ 
rived  in  Greece  yesterday  for  a  two- 
day  visit,  the  second  by  a  French 
president  since  democratic  rule  was 
restored  in  Greece  in  1974. 

Mitterrand  will  meet  Prime 
Minister  Andreas  Papandreou  and  ' 
is  expected  to  urge  him  to  keep 
Greece  in  NATO.  The  two  Socialist 
leaders  are  also  expected  to  discuss 
the  proposed  sale  of  100  French 
Mirage  2000  jelfighters  to  Greece. 

Greek  officials  said  no  meeting 
had  been  arranged  between  Mitter¬ 
rand  and  terrorist  leader  Yasser 
Arafat,  who  also  arrived  in  Athens 
on  Wednesday  from  Beirut. 

In  a  speech  at  a  state  banquet  last 
night.  Mitterrand  referred  to  dif¬ 
ferences  of  view  between  Greece 
and  France  on  the  Middle  East. 

Greece  grants  the  PLO  wider 
recognition  than  other  Common 
Market  members.  Mitterrand  said 
these  differences  spring  from 
geographical  conditions. 


Italian  premier 
given  vote 
of  confidence 

ROME  (AP).  —  Premier  Giovanni 
Spadolini  yesterday  won  a  vote  of 
confidence  in  the  Chamber  of 
Deputies  on  Italy's  42nd  post-war 
government,  a  carbon  copy  of  the 
government  that  fell’  August  7. 

Spadoiini's  coalition  of  Christian  , 
Democrats.  Socialists,  Republicans, 
Social  Democrats  and  Liberals  has 
exactly  the  same  cabinet  ministers 
as  the  previous  government. 
However,  he  said  it  represented  a 
new  era  in  Italian  government 
because  of  its  dedication  to  reform¬ 
ing  the  nation's  political  institu¬ 
tions. 

The  government  crisis  began 
when  the  Socialist  Party  led  by  Bet- 
tino  Craxi  pulled  its  ministers  out  of 
Spadoiini's  previous  cabinet  in  a 
dispute  over  taxation  policy  and  the 
practice  of  secret  votes  in  parlia¬ 
ment. 


relationship  between  Mexico  and 
the  U.S.  has  ensured  the  ready  ac-„ 
ceptance  of  the  dollar  throughout 
the  country. 

The  official  bulletin  said 
nationalized  private  banks  would  be 
paid  compensation  within  10  years. 

Lopez  Portillo  blamed  the  flight 
of  capital  for  most  or  Mexico's 
financial  headaches  and  estimated 
that  in  the  past  two  to  three  years,  at 
least  S22  billion  had  left  Mexico, 
mainly  to  the  U.S. 

He  suggested  that  Washington 
should  look  into  the  possibility  of 
recycling  back  to  Mexico  credits 
equivalent  to  capital  funds 
deposited  or  invested  in  the  U.S.  by 
Mexicans. 

While  financial  circles  called  the 
move  a  “catastrophe,"  left-wing  op¬ 
position  parties  welcomed  the 
government  move.  The  leader  of 
the  Unified  Socialist  Parties  of 
Mexico,  Amoldo  Martinez  Ver- 
dugo,  said  “revolutionary  and 
patriotic  forces  throughout  the 
country  should  form  a  common 
front  against  any  reactionary 
resistance  to  the  measures." 


Mexico's  crisis,  caused  partly  by 
a  drop  in  the  price  of  oil,  its  main* 
revenue  earner,,  has  forced  the 
government  to  devalue  the  peso 
twice  this  year,  to  freeze  dollar  bank 
accounts  and  to  stretch  out  repay¬ 
ments  on  £80  billion  of  foreign  debt. 

An  International  Monetary  Fund 
(IMF)  delegation  is  having  talks 
with  Mexico  on  a  S4.5b.  credit  that 
could  restore  foreign  confidence, 
but  at  the  risk  of  domestic  unrest. 

Many  Mexicans  worry  that  IMF- 
imposed  government  cuts  in  public 
spending  and  on  subsidies  of  basic 
foods  could  provoke  mass  unrest, 
especially  among  the  poor  and 
jobless,  who  make  up  the  majority 
of  Mexico's  70  million  population. 

The  bank  nationalization 
measure  affects  about  50  private 
banks  with  assets  estimated  at  some 
2,600  billion  pesos  (about  £26  billion 
at  current  exchange  rales). 

Lopez  Portillo  admitted  the  cur¬ 
rency  exchange  controls  would  be 
difficult  to  enforce  because  of  Mex¬ 
ico's  3,500-kilometre  common 
border  with  the  U.S. 


Donors  also  helpi 
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Ghandi  reshuffles  cabinet 
as  journalists’  strike  looms 


NEW  DELHI  (Reuter).  —  Indian 
Prime  Minister  Indira  Gandhi  an¬ 
nounced  a  reshuffle  of  her  cabinet 
yesterday,  switching  her  informa¬ 
tion  minister  but  leaving  untouched 
the  key  portfolios  of  foreign  affairs, 
defence  and  finance'.  The  move 
came  a  day  before  a  threatened 
press  strike. 

The  Information  Ministry  is  a 
sensitive  post,  with  mounting  op 
position  to  a  controversial  press  bill 
in  Lhe  eastern  state  of  Bihar.  A  24- 
hour  national  journalists'  strike  is 
expected  today  to  protest  against  a 
bill  making  it  an  offence  to  write 
anything  deemed  “scurrilous.” 

The  proposed  strike  could  black 


out  most  newspapers  and  news 
agencies,  though  it  is  unlikely  to  af¬ 
fect  the  state-run  radio  and  televi¬ 
sion. 

Gandhi  last  night  dismissed 
“agitation"  by  journalists  against 
the  Bihar  bill  as  “bogus."  She  said 
the  Indian  press  enjoys  more 
freedom  than  any  other  democracy, 
but,  she  added,  freedom  of  the  press 
does  not  mean  that  character  assas¬ 
sination  should  be  pemhted. 

The  new  head  of  the  information 
ministry  is  N.K.P.  Salve,  a  61-year- 
old  veteran  politician  and  taxation 
expert.  He  replaces  Vasant  Sathe, 
who  takes  over  as  chemicals  and 
fertilisers  minister.  - 


China  to  make  growth  top  priority 


PEKING  (AP).  —  Delegates  to  the 
12th  Communist  Party  congress 
yesterday  began  studying  a  report 
on  making  economic  modernization 
China's  top  priority  and  quadrup¬ 
ling  economic  output  by  the  year 
2000. 

The  report  was  delivered  on 
Wednesday  by  Chairman  Hu 
Yaibang.  He  said  China  would 
strive  to  quadruple  its  annual  in¬ 
dustrial  and  agricultural  output  by 
the  end  of  the  century. 

On  television,  Hu,  sitting  in  front 
or  a  giant  hammer  and  sickle  on  a 
red  curtain,  was  seen  animatedly 
delivering  his  report,  concluding 
with  a  shout:  “Nothing  will  stop  us. 
Victory  is  ours.” 

The  congress  contrasted  sharply 
with,  the  last,,  when  the  late 
chairman  Mao  Tse-Tung’s  chosen 
successor,  the  “wise  leader"  Hua 


Guofcng,  was  upholding  Mao's 
policy  of  political  class  struggle  and 
praising  Mao’s  1966-76  “Cultural 
Revolution." 

A  year  later,  with  Deng  back  in 
command  after  being  purged  twice 
in  that  decade,  the  party  central 
committee  decided  that  economic 
modernization  was  China's  main 
task. 

Meanwhile,  the  Communist  Party 
journal.  Red  Flag ,  warned  Wednes¬ 
day  that  without  a  regular  system 
for  replacing  aging  leaders,  China 
could  face  social  turbulence  at 
home  and  have  difficulty  coping 
with  emergencies  abroad. 

Red  Flag  said  life-long  tenure  had 
to  end  because  it  stifled  the 
enthusiasm  'of  young  arid  middle- 
aged  officials  and  created  a  cycle  in 
which  aged  leaders  continually  suc¬ 
ceeded  other  aged  leaders. 


Kissinger  says  Namibia  solution  ‘dose’ 


LUSAKA.  —  Independence  will 
come  to  Namibia  (South  West 
Africa)  within  a  year,  former  U.S. 
secretary  of  state  Henry  Kissinger 
predicted  yesterday. 

Kissinger,  on  a  one-day  visit  to 
Zambia,  discussed  the  future  of  the 
South  African-administered  ter¬ 
ritory  on  Wednesday  night  with 
President  Kenneth  Kaunda. 

Speaking  yesterday  before  leav¬ 
ing  for  talks  with  President  Robert 
Mugabe  in  Zimbabwe,  he  told

It  seemed  to  me  that,- with  the 
agreement  in  Lebanon,  . we  had  an 
opportunity  for  a  more  far-reaching 
peace  effort  in  the  region  —  and  i 
was  determined  toseize  that  mo-' 
..  -meat.  In  the  words  ofthe  scripture, 
-the  time  had  come  to.  “follow  after 
.  the  things  which  make'  for  peace.1" 

Tonight,  I  want  to  report  to  you 
•  on  the  steps  we  have  taken,  and  the 
-.prospects  they  can  open  up  for  a 
..  just  and  lasting  peace  in  the  Middle 
.  -East.  J  '»'* 

AMERICA  has  long  beep  commit- 
;  ted  to  bringing  peace  to  this 
\  troubled  region.  .  For  more  than  a 
'  generation,  successive  U.S.  ad- 
1  ministrations  have  endeavoured  to 

-  '’develop  a  fair  and  workable  process 
!  'that  could  lead  to  a  true. and  lasting 

Arab- Israeli  peace.  Our  Involve¬ 
ment  in  the 'search  for  Mid-East 
peace  is  not  a  matter  of  preference: 
;  it  is  a.  moral,  imperative.  The 
strategic  importance  of  the  region 
to  the  U.S.  is -well  known. 

But  our  policy  is  motivated  by 
more  than  strategic  interests.  We 
also  have  an  irreversible  commit¬ 
ment  to  the  survival  and  territorial 
integrity  of  friendly  states.  Nor  can 
we  ignore  the  fact  that  the  wellbeing 
of  much  of  the  world's  economy  is 
tied  to  stability  in  the  strife-torn 


tneir  surrogates  from  further  expan¬ 
sion  in  the  region,  and.  if  necessajy, 
to  defend  against  it. 

With  respect  to  the  Arab-Isracti 
conflict,  we  have  embraced  the. 
Camp  David  framework  as  the  only 
way  to  proceed.  We  have  also 
recognized,,  however,  that  solving 
’  the  Arab^sraeH  conflict;  in  and  of 
itself,  cannot  assure  peace 
throughout  a  region  as. vast  and 
troubled  as  the  Middle  East. 

OUR. FIRST  objective  under  the 
Camp  David. process  was  to  ensure 
the  successful  fulfilment  of  the 
'  Egyptian-lsraeli  peace  treaty.  This 
was  achieved  with  the  peaceful 
..return,  of  the  Sinai  to  Egypt  in  April 
1982.  To  accomplish  this,  we 
worked  hard  with  our  Egyptian  and 
Israeli  friends,  and  eventually  with 
our  friendly  countries,  to  create  the 
multinational  .force  which  now 
operates  in  the  Sinai 

Throughout*  this  period  of  dif¬ 
ficult  and  time-consuming  negotia¬ 
tions,  we  never  lost  sight  of  the  nexL 
step  of  Camp  David:  autonomy 
talks  to  pave  the  way  for  permitting 
the  Palestinian  people  to  exercise 
their,  legitimate  rights.  However, 
owing  to  the  tragic  assassination  of 
President  Sadat  and  other  crises  in 
the  area,  it  was  not  until  January 
1982  that  we  were  able  to  make  a ' 
■major  effort  to  renew  these  talks. 
Secretary  of  State  Haig  and  Ambas¬ 
sador  Fairbanks  made  three  visits  to 
Israel  and  Egypt  this  year  to  pursue 
.  the  autonomy  talks.  Considerable' 
progress  was  made  in  developing 
the  basic  outline  of  an  American  ap¬ 
proach  which  was  to  be  presented 
to  Egypt  and  Israel  "after  April. 

The  successful  completion  of 
-Israel’s  withdrawal  from  Sinai  and 
the  courage  shown  on  this  occasion 
by  Prime  Minister  Begin  and  Presi¬ 
dent  Mubarak  in  living  up  to  their 


this  troubled  area  so  vital  to  world 
stability  while  there  is  still  time.  H 
was  with  this  sirong  conviction  that 
over  a  month  ago,  before  the  pre¬ 
sent  negotiations  in  Beirut  had  been 
completed.  I  directed  Secretary  of 
State  Shultz  to  again  review  our 
policy  and  to  consult  a  wide  range 
of  outstanding  Americans  on  the 
best  ways  to  strengthen  chances  for 
peace  in  the  Middle  East. 

We  have  consulted  with  many  of 
the  officials  who  were  historically 
involved  in  the  process,  with 
members  of  the  Congress,  and  with 
individuals  from  the  private  sector.' 
and  1  have  held  extensive  consulta¬ 
tions  with  my  own  advisers  on  the 
principles  1  will  outline  to  you 
tonight. 

The  evacuation  of  the  PLO  from 
Beirut  is  now  complete.  We  can 
now  help  the  Lebanese  to  rebuild 
their  war-torn  country'-  We  owe  it  to 
ourselves,  and  to  posterity,  to  move 
quickly  to  build  upon  this  achieve¬ 
ment.  A  stable  and  revived  Lebanon 
is  essential  to  ail  our  hopes  for 
peace  in  the  region. TTfe  people  of 
Lebanon  deserve  the  best  efforts  of 
the  international  community  to  turn 
the  nightmares  of  the  past  several 
years  into  a  new  dawn  of  hope. 

But  the  opportunities  for  peace  in 
the  Middle  East  do  not  begin  and 
end  in  Lebanon.  As  we  help 
Lebanon  rebuild,  we  must  also 
move  to  resolve  the  root  causes  of 
conflict  between  Arabs  and  Israelis. 

Ths  war  in  Lebanon  has 
demonstrated  many  things,  but  two 
consequences  are  key  to  the  peace 
process: 

First,  the  military  losses  of  the 
PLO  have  not  diminished  the  yearn¬ 
ing  of  the  Palestinian  people  for  a 
just  solution  of  their  claims';  and  se¬ 
cond,  while  Israel's  military  succes¬ 
ses  in  Lebanon  have  demonstrated 
that  its  armed  forces  ere  second  to 
none  in  the  region,  they  alone  can- 


cessfui  negotiations. 

1  cal!  on  Israel  to  make  dear  that 
the  security  for  which  she  yearns 
can  only  be  achieved  through 
genuine  peace,  a  peace  requiring 
magnanimity,  vision  and  courage. 

I  call  on  the  Palestinian  people  to 
recognize  that  their  own  political 
aspirations  are  inextricably  bound 
to  recognition  of  Israel's  right  to  a 
secure  future. 

And  1  call  on  the  Arab  stales  10 
accept  the  reality  of  Israel  —  and 
the  reality  that  peace  and  justice  are 
to  be  gained  only  through  hard,  fair, 
direct  negotiation. 

In  making  these  calls  upon 
others,  l  recognize  that  the  United 
States  has  a  special  responsibility. 
No  other  nation  is  in'  a  position  to 
deal  with  the  key  parties  to  the  con¬ 
flict  on  the  basis  of  trust  and 
reliability. 

The  time  has  come  for  a  new 
realism  on  the  pan  of  all  the  peoples 
of  the  Middle  East.  The  State  of 
Israel  is  an  accomplished  fact:  it 
deserves  unchallenged  legitimacy 
within  the  community  of  nations. 
But  Israel's  legitimacy  has  thus  far 
been  recognized  by  too  few 
countries,  and  has  been  denied  by 
every  Arab  state  except  Egypt. 
Israel  exists;  it  has  a  right  to  exist  in 
peace  behind  secure  and  defensible 
borders,  and  it  has  a  right  to  de¬ 
mand  of  its  neighbours  that  they 
recognize  those  facts. 

The  war  in  Lebanon  has 
demonstrated  another  reality  in  the 
region.  The  departure  of  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  from  Beirut  dramatizes  more 
than  ever  the  homelessness  of  the 
Palestinian  people.  Palestinians  feel 
strongly  that  their  cause  is  more 
than  a  question  of  refugees.  I  agree. 

The  Camp  David  agreement 
recognized  that  fact  when  it  spoke 
of  “the  legitimate  rights  of  the 
Palestinian  people  and  their  just  re¬ 
quirements."  For  peace  to  endure.

When'dnr  administration  as¬ 
sumed  office,  in  January-  1981,  I. 
decided  that  the  general  framework 
for  our  Middle  East  policy  should 
follow  the:  broad  guidelines,  laid 
down  by  my  predecessors.-  . . 

There  were  two  basic  issues,  we 
had  to  address:  First,  there  was  the 
strategic  threat  io  the  region,  posed 

-  by  the :  Soviet !  Union .  and  its  sur-- 
■rogales,  best  demonstrated  by  the 
brutal  war  in  Afghanistan;  and;  se¬ 
cond,  the  peace  process  between 
Israel  arid  its  Arab  neighbours.

So,  in  May,  I  called  for  specific 
measures  and  a  timetable  for  con¬ 
sultations  with  the  governments  of 
Egypt  and  Israel  on  the  next  steps  in 
the  peace  process.  However,  before 
this  effort  could  be  launched,  the 
conflict  in  Lebanon  preempted  our 
efforts.  The  autonomy  talks  were 
basically  put  on  hold  while  we 
sought  to  untangle  the  parties  in 
Lebanon  and  still  the  guns  of  war. 

THE  LEBANON  war,  tragic  as  it 
was,  has  left  us  with  a  new  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  Middle  East  peace.  We 
must  seize  it  now  and  bring  peace  to 


•  The  question  now  is  how  to 
reconcile  Israel's  legitimate  security 
concerns  with  the  legitimate  rights 
ofthe  Palestinians.  And  that  answer 
can  only  come  at  the  negotiating 
table.  Each  party  must  recognize 
that  the  outcome  must  be  accep¬ 
table  to  all  and  that  true  peace  will 
require  compromises  by  all. 

SO,  TONIGHT  1  am  calling  for  a 
fresh  start.  This  is  the  moment  for 
all  those  directly  concerned  to  get 
involved  in  —  or  lend  their  support 
to  —  a  workable  basis  for  peace. 
The  Camp  David  agreement  re¬ 
mains  the  foundation  of  our  policy. 
Its  language  provides  all  p.arties 
with  the  leeway  they  need  for  sue-

AS  THE  accent  of  this  opening 
programme  was  on  dance  and 
recitation,  it  was  not  surprising  that 
the  musical  harvest  was  modest. 
Noam  Sheriff  used,  for  his  syn¬ 
thesized  score,  original  prayer 
recitations  in  Samaritan.  Yemenite 
and  Sephardi  traditions,  mixed  with

to  express  openly  their  views  as  to 
what  the  outcome  should  be. 
Understandably,  their  views  have 
differed  on  many  points. 

The  United  Slates  has  thus  far 
sought  to  play  the  role  of  mediator: 
we  have  avoided  public  comment 
on  the  bey  issues.  We  have  always 
recognized  —  and  continue  to 
recognize  —  that  only  the  voluntary 
agreemenl  of  those  parties  most 
directly  involved  in  the  conflict  can 
provide  an  enduring  solution.  But  it 
has  become  evident  to  me  that  some 
clearer  sense  of  America's  position 
on  the  key  issues  is  necessary  to  en¬ 
courage  wider  support  for  the  peace 
process. 

First,  as  oudined  in  the  Canp 
David  Accords,  there  must  be  a 
period  of  time  during  which  the 
Palestinian  inhabitants  of  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  will  have  full 
autonomy  over  their  own  affairs. 
Due  consideration  must  be  given  to 
the  principle  of  self-government  by 
the  inhabitants  of  the  territories  and 
to  the  legitimate  security  concerns 
.of  the  parlies  involved. 

The  purpose  of  the  five-year 
period  of  transition  which  would 
begin  after  free  elections  for  a  self- 
governing  Palestinian  authority  is  to 
prove  to  the  Palestinians  that  they 
can  run  their  own  affairs,  and  that 
such  Palestinian  autonomy  poses  no 
threat  to  Israel’s  security. 

The  L'nited  States  will  not  sup¬ 
port  the  use  of  any  additional  land 
for  the  purpose  of  settlements  dur¬ 
ing  the  transition  period.  Indeed. 
Lhe  immediate  adoption  of  a  settle¬ 
ment  freeze  by  Israel,  more  than 
any  other  action,  could  create  the 
confidence  needed  for  wider  par¬ 
ticipation  in  these  talks.  Further  set¬ 
tlement  activity  is  in  no  way  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  security  of  Israel  and 
only  diminishes  the  confidence  or 
the  Arabs  that  a  final  outcome  can 
be  freely  and  fairly  negotiated. 

I  want  to  make  the  American 
position  clearly  understood:'  the 
purpose  of  this  transition  period  is 
the  peaceful  and  orderly  transfer  of 
domestic  authority  from  Israel  to 
the  Palestinian  inhabitants  of  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza.  At  the  same 
time,  such  a  transfer  must  not  in¬ 
terfere  with  Israel's  security  re¬ 
quirements. 

BEYOND  THE  transition  period. 


as  we  look  to  the  future  of  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza,  it  is  clear  to  me  that 
peace  cannot  be  achie-.ed  by  the 
formation  of  un  independent 
Palestinian  slate  in  those  territories. 
Nor  is  it  achievable  on  the  basis  of 
Israeli  sovereignly  or  permanent 
control  over  the  W^i  Bank  and 
Gaza. 

So  the  United  Stale.-,  will  not  sup¬ 
port  the  establishment  of  an  in¬ 
dependent  Palestinian  stale  in  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza,  and  we  will 
not  support  annexation  or  perma¬ 
nent  control  by  Israel. 

There  is.  however,  another  way  to 
peace.  The  final  status  of  these 
lands  must,  of  course,  be  reached 
through  the  give-and-take  of 
negotiations:  but  it  is  the  firm  \iew 
of  the  United  States  that  self- 
government  by  the  'Palestinians  of 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  in  associa¬ 
tion  with  Jordan  offers  the  best 
chance  for  a  durable,  iust  and 
lasting  peace. 

We  base  our  approach  squarely 
on  the  principle  that  the  Arab-lsraeli 
conflict  should  be  resolved  through 
negotiations  involving  an  exchange 
of  territory  for  peace.  This  ex¬ 
change  is  enshrined  in  United  Na¬ 
tions  Security  Council  Resolution 
242.  which  is.  in  turn,  incorporated 
in  all  its  parts  in  the  Camp  David 
agreements.  UN  Resolution  242  re¬ 
mains  wholly  valid  as  the 
foundation-stone  of  America’s  Mid¬ 
dle  East  peace  effort. 

It  is  the  United  States’  position 
that  —  in  return  for  peace  —  the 
withdrawal  provision  of  Resolution 
242  applies  to  all  front*,  including 
the  West  Bank  and  Gaza. 

When  the  border  is  negotiated 
betw  een  Jordan  and  Israel,  our  view- 
on  the  extent  to  which  Israel  should 
be  asked  to  give  up  territory  will  be 
heavily  affected  by  the  e.vtem  of 
true  peace  and  normalization  ana 
the  security  arrangements  offered  in 
return.- 

'  ’  f?nh1fly,"><e  frcmlinV.  c.dhvin£ed 
that  Jerusalem,  must  . remain  un¬ 
divided.  but  its  final  status  should  be 
decided  through  negotiations. 

IN  THE  COURSE  of  the  negotia¬ 
tions  to  come,  the  United  States  will 
support  positions  that  seem  to  us 
fair  and  reasonable  compromises, 
and  likely  to  promote  a  sound 
agreement.  We  will  also  put  forward 


our  own  detailed  proposals  when  we 
believe  they  can  be  helpful.  And. 
make  no  mistake,  the  United  Suites 
will  oppose  any  proposal  —  from 
any  party  and  at  any  point  in  the 
negotiating  process  —  that 
threatens  the  security  of  Israel. 
America's  commitment  to  the 
security  of  Israel  is  ironclad.  And  l 
might  add,  so  is  mine. 

During  the  past  few  days,  our  am¬ 
bassadors  in  Israel.  Egypt.  Jordan, 
and  Saudi  Arabia  have  presented  to 
their  host  governments  the 
proposals  in  full  detail  that  1  have 
outlined  here  tonight. 

I  am  convinced  that  these 
proposals  can  bring  justice,  bring 
security,  and  bring  durability  to  an 
Arab-lsraeli  peace. 

The  United  States  will  stand  by 
these  principles  with  total  dedica¬ 
tion.  They  are  fully  consistent  with 
Israel’s  security  requirements  and 
the  aspirations  of  the  Palestinians. 
We  will  work  hard  to  broaden  par¬ 
ticipation  at  Lhe  peace  table  us  en¬ 
visaged  by  the  Camp  David  Ac¬ 
cords.  And  I  fervently  hope  that  the 

Palestinians  and  Jordan,  with  the 
support  or  their  Arab  colleagues, 
will  accept  this  opportunity. 

TRAGIC  TURMOIL  in  the  Middle 
East  runs  back  to  the  dawn  of 
history.  In  our  modern  day,  conflict 
after  conflict  has  taken  its  brutal  toll 
there.  In  an  age  of  nuclear  chal¬ 
lenge  and  economic  in¬ 
terdependence,  such  conflicts  are  a 
threat  to  all  the  people  of  the  world, 
not  just  the  Middle  East  itself.  It  is 
time  for  us  all  —  in  the  Middle  East 
and  around  the  world  —  to  call  a 
halt  to  conflict,  haired  and  pre¬ 
judice:  it  is  time  for  us  all  to  launch 
a  common  effort  for  reconstruction, 
peace  and  progress. 

It  has  often  been  said  —  and 
regrettably  too  often  been  true  — 
that  the  story  of  the  search  for 
peace  and  justice  in  the  Middle  East 
is  a  tragedy  of  opportunities  missed. 

in  the  aftermath  of  the  settlement 
in  Lebanon  we  now  face  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  for  a  broader  peace.  This 
time  we  must  not  let  if  slip  from  our 
grasp.  We  must  look  beyond  the  dif¬ 
ficulties  and  obstacles  of  the  present 
and  move  with  fairness  and  resolve 
toward  a  brighter.fulure.  We  owe  it 
to  ourselves  —  and  to  posterity  — 
to  do  no  less.  For  if  we  miss  this 
chance  to  make  a  fresh  start,  we 
may  look  back  on  this  moment  from 
some  later  vantage  point  and  realize 
how  much  that  failure  cost  us  all. 

These,  then,  are  the  principles 
upon  which  American  policy 
towards  the  Arab-lsraeli  conflict 
will  be  based.  I  have  made  a  per¬ 
sonal  commitment  to  see  that  they 
endure  Mid,  God  willing,  that  they 
will  come  to  be  seen  by  all 
reasonable,  compassionate  people

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Eccentric  notion 


l  HAVE  SELDOM  seen  a  more  em¬ 
barrassing  spectacle  on  the 
American  television  screen  than 
Arik  Sharon  brandishing  maps  or 
1922  to  prove  that  the  Palestine 
"problem  can  be  solved  by 
pretending  that  it  does  not  exist. 
The  "argument"  —  if  that  is  the 
suitable  word  —  runs  like  this:

Jordan  is  Palestine  and  Palestine 
is  Jordan.  Sixty  per  cent  of  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  Jordan  are  Palestinians, 
and  Jordan  and  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  were  part  of  the  same 
Palestine  mandate  60(1)  years  ago. 
The  conclusion  we  are  supposed  to 
draw  is  that  the  1.3  million  Palesti¬ 
nians  in  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza, 
having  been  described  as  identical 
with  Jordanians,  should  be  held  un¬ 
der  the  permanent  jurisdiction  of  — 
Israel! 

This  eccentric  notion  first  saw  the 
light  of  day  in  an  article  by  Yitzhak 
Shamir  in  the  American  quarterly 
Foreign  Affairs  some  months  ago.  As 
a  political  and  information  gimmick 
it  has  been  disastrous.  It  has 
“achieved"  a  firm  refusal  by  the 
U.S.,  Egypt  and  Jordan  to  have 
anything  to  do  with  the  idea,  which 
also  has  the  distinction  of  being  dis¬ 
missed  with  predictable  contempt 
by  all  Palestinians  everywhere. 

The  journalists  who  interviewed 
Mr.  Sharon  had  not  been  born  in 
1922:  nor  had  HO  of  the  states 
which  now  constitute  Lhe  inter¬ 
national  system. 

I  well  remember  the  maps  which 
Zionist  and  Israeli  leaders  carried 
with  them  into  international  discus¬ 
sions  and  armistice  talks  in  1947-49: 
they  were  maps  of  “Palestine" 
between  the  Jordan  River  and  the 
Mediterranean  sea,  an  “adequate 
part"  of  which  was  claimed  by  the 
Zionist  leadership  as  the  territory  of 
a  Jewish  state. 

Since  then  the  area  of  Israel's 
jurisdiction  as  defined  by  Israeli  law 
has  been  extended  through  the  war 
of  1948.  the  armistice  agreements  of 
1949  and  engagements  of  the  Knes¬ 
set  dealing  with  Jerusalem  in  1967. 
AH  Israeli  governments  since  1967 
have  abstained  from  applying  Israeli 
law  to  any  other  part  of  Eretz 
Yisrael. 


THERE  IS  a  complete  lack  of 
coherence  between  the  Shamir- 
Sharon  argument  ana  the  conclu¬ 
sion  that  naturally  flows  from  it  If 
you  declare  that  Jordanians  and 
Palestinians  in  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza  are  "the  same  people."  you 
inevitably  encourage  Lhe  idea  that 
they,  or  most  of  them,  should  be 
united  under  the  same  flag  in  a  peace 
settlement.  Shamir  and  Sharon  first 
proclaim  the  inseparable  unity  or 
Jordanians  and  West  Bank  Palesti¬ 
nians  —  and  (hen  advocate  their 
fragmentation. 


The  Likud  government  has  now 
added  a  political  and  hasbara 
planter  to  Sharon's  errors  in  the  final 
stages  of  the  Beirut  war.  The  result 
is  that  Israel's  policies,  image, 
character,  values,  aspirations  and 
essential  nature  are  less  understood 
and  admired  today  than  in  any 
period  of  her  history.  In  diplomatic 
terms,  the  effect  of  the  Likud 
government's  policy  and  rhetoric 
has  been  to  project  the  Palestine 
problem  out  of  the  margin  and  into 
the  centre  of  the  international  arena 
at  a  time  when  its  own  policy  is  re¬ 
jected  by  the  entire  international 
community  and  a  great  number  of 
Israelis. 


Gaza"  are  still  territories  of  indeter¬ 
minate  status,  and  not  part  of  the 
three  states  mentioned  in  the  agree¬ 
ment  t Egypt.  Israel  and  Jordan). 
After  an  interim  period  of  “full 
autonomy,"  the  final  status  of  the 
territories  is  to  be  determined  by 
agreement  and  negotiation  between 
Eg\pt.  Israel.  Jordan  and  the 
elected  representatives  of  the  resi¬ 
dents  or  lhe  West  Bank  and  Gaza. 
These  Palestinians  have  a  preferen¬ 
tial  status  in  the  Camp  David 
agreement:  they  are  one  of  the  Tour 
parties  responsible  for  reaching  an 
agreement  on  the  final  status  of  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza:  but  any 
.agreement  reached  is  also  subject  to 
their  ratification  in  a  plebiscite.  It  is 
explicitly  stated  that  any  solution 
must  serve  the  "legitimate  rights  of 
the  Palestinian  people  and  their  just 
requirements." 

There  are  two  mysteries  here  that 
have  still  not  been  probed:  why  Mr. 
Begin  signed  an  agreement  in  such 
total  conflict  with  his  party’s 
ideology  and  tradition:  and  why  no 
Palestinian  acceptance  of  the  Camp 
David  agreement  would  serve  their 
interest  more  than  Arafat's  absurd 
and  wicked  campaign  of  “fire  and 
blood."  Both  the  Likud  government 
and  all  the  Palestinians  have 
marched  along  roads  that  take  them 
far  away  from  their  own  goals. 


The  irony  is  that  those  who  do  not 
draw  a  distinction  between  Jorda¬ 
nians  and  Palestinians  are  objective¬ 
ly  giving  support  to  the  Labour 
Alignment's  plan  for  a  Jordanian- 
Palestinian  state  to  be  established 
after  determining  new  and  secure 
boundaries  for  Israel. 


IN  THE  MEANTIME,  the  Israeli 
government  is  calling  for  strict 
fidelity  to  the  Camp  David  Accords. 
That  is  all  very  well  as  far  as  it  goes, 
but  it  carries  with  it  the  obligation 
to  read  what  the  Camp  David  agree¬ 
ment  savs. 


The  text  of  the  agreement  per¬ 
sistently  underlines  the  centrality  of 
the  Palestinian  problem  in  the  Mid¬ 
dle  Eastern  context.  It  then  goes  on 
to  indicate  that  the  "West  Bank  and 


THE  COURSE  that  should  be 
taken  now  is  one  of  fidelity  to  Camp 
David  as  it  is  and  not  as  the  Likud 
negotiators  have  tried  to  imagine  it. 

Camp  David  is  really  not  a 
Zionist  Revisionist  document.  But 
its  adoption  by  Israel  is  a  great 
historic  reality;  so  is  the  commit¬ 
ment  to  it  of  the  U.  S.  and  Egypt. 

A  conference  of  the  five  parties 
mentioned  in  the  Camp  David 
agreement  —  Egypt.  Israel.  Jordan, 
the  United  States  and  the  Palesti¬ 
nian  representatives  from  the  West 
Bank  and  Gaza  —  should  be  urgent¬ 
ly  convened  in  Washington  to  dis¬ 
cuss  how  to  progress  towards  a  solu¬ 
tion  based  on  Security  Council 
Resolution  242  and  338.  which  have 
been  endorsed  by  all  the  govern¬ 
ments  concerned.

THE  U.S.  State  Department  has 
been  quick  to  deny  that  its  chief, 
George  Shultz,  suggested  to 
Defence  Minister  Ariel  Sharon  the 
establishment  of  a  “demilitarized 
Palestinian  state”  in  Judea,  Samaria 
and  Gaza.  It  emerges  that  only 
when  Sharon  explained  the  danger 
to  Israel  of  a  Palestinian  state  did 
Shultz  suggest  that  the  danger  might 
be  avoided  If  that  state  were 
demilitarized.  Shultz’s  query  was 
thus  purely  hypothetical.  logical 
and  legitimate. 

But  how  do  two  busy  men  like 
Shultz  and  Sharon  come  to  be  dis¬ 
cussing.  in  an. official  meeting,  the 
merits  and  demerits  of  a  Palestinian 
slate?  Four  years  ago  President 
Carter  countersigned  on  behaJf  of 
the  U.S.  an  agreement  between 
Israel  and  Egypt  that,  in  addition  to 
providing  for  Israel's  surrender  of 
Sinai,  laid  down  a  complete  process 
for  the  resolution  of  "the  Palesti¬ 
nian  problem  in  all  its  aspects."  U 
provided  for  two  stages,  the  first  be¬ 
ing  an  interim  five-year  autonomy 
regime,  to  be  followed  by  negotia¬ 
tions  “to  determine  the  final  status 
of  the  territory. 

So  far  no  operational  accord  has 
been  reached  between  'Israel  and 
Egypt  on  the  first,  autonomy,  phase. 
The  five-year  period  has  not  yet 
started.  The  debate  on  the  “final 
status"  Kes  who  knows  how  many 
years  ahead. 

Why  does  the  Israel  defence 
minister  have  to  explain  to  the  D.S. 
secretary  of  state  now,  in  1982,  why 
at  that  unknown  date  in  the  future 
Israel  will  be  against  the  establish¬ 
ment  of  a  Palestinian  state? 

Moreover,  when  there  is  a  breath 
of  a  hint  that  the  U.S.  might  favour 
such  a  state,  why  do  members  oT  the 
Israeli  cabinet  become  agitated  as 
they  did  at  their  meeting  last  Sun¬ 
day?  Have  they  forgotten  the  Camp 
David  “process?"  Or  have  they 
realized  that  the  Camp  David  agree¬ 
ment  was  from  the  beginning  an  ex¬ 
ercise  in  deception  and  self- 
deception-?

SOMETHING,  of  course,  provoked 
Sharon’s  superfluous  lecture.  It  is 
public  knowledge  that  precisely 
with  the  realization  that  Israel  had 
won  a  military  victory  of  con¬ 
siderable  significance  in  Lebanon, 
probably  with  far-reaching  political 
reverberations,  there  was  a  great 
fluttering  of  State  Department 
dovecotes.  Suddenly  it  became  ap¬ 


parent  that  the  solution  of  the 
Palestinian  problem  must  be 
speeded  up:  suddenly  it  became  es¬ 
sential  to  have  the  autonomy 
negotiations  resumed. 

Everybody  knows,  however,  that 
the  autonomy  negotiations  have 
frozen,  because  Egypt  has  laid  down 
new  conditions  for  its  participation, 
demanding  that  Israel  surrender 
most  of  the  few  political  assets  not 
given  up  in  the  Camp  David  agree¬ 
ment.  Israel  must  agree,  says  Egypt, 
to  include  East  Jerusalem  in  the 
autonomy  area,  and  build  no  more 
settlements  in  that  area.  Moreover, 
Israel  must  accept  in  advance  the 
principle  of  "self-determination 
for  the  Palestinian  people." 

These  demands  are  very  similar 
to  the  “traditional"  concepts  of  the 
U.S.  itself.  It  must  not  be  forgotten, 
that  in  October  1978,  when  the  ink 
on  the  Camp  David  agreement  had 
hardly  dried,  the  State  Department 
(in  the  person  of  Harold  Saunders, 
who  came  post-haste  to  the  Middle 
East)  made  an  intensive  effort  to 
persuade  the  Arabs  of  Judea, 
Samaria  and  Gaza,  assuring  them 
that  they  could  confidently  expect 
further  concessions  by  Israel, 
beyond  the  terras  of  the  Camp 
David  agreement. 

When  therefore  the  policy¬ 
makers  in  Washington  are  reported 
to  be  discussing  ways  and  means  of 
"speeding  up"  the  autonomy 
negotiations,  no  great  acumen  is 
needed  to  realize  that  they  are  look¬ 
ing  for  ways  of  persuading  Israel  to 
accept  at  least  part  of  the  Egyptian 
conditions. 


Washington  (and  perhaps  in  Riyadh 
arid  Cairo  as  well)  have  certainly 
produced  the  conclusion  that 
Israel's  performance  in  .  Lebanon,' 
especially  against  Soviet  weapons, 
and  the  elimination  of  a  serious 
threat  to  the  north,  have  given,  a 
tremendous  boost  to  this  courriry’s. 
geopolitical  stature  and  tbits  poten-' 
tial  to  resist  unacceptable  U.S.  pres¬ 
sures.

The  fallowing  is  the  text  of  the 
cabinet's  statement  following  yester¬ 
day’s  extraordinary  session  on  Presi¬ 
dent  Ronald  Reagan's  address: 


THE  POSITIONS  conveyed  to  the 
Peime  Minister  of  Israel  on  behalf 
of  the  President  of  the  United  States 
consist  of  partial  quotations  from 
the  Camp  David  Agreement  are 
nowhere  mentioned  in  that 
Agreeemnt  or  contradict  it  entirely. 

The  following  are  the  major  posi- 
toons  of  the  Government  of  major 
position  of  the  Government  of  the 
United  States: 


I.  Jerusalem 

“Participation  by  the  Palestinian 
inhabitants  of  East  Jerusalem  in  the 
election  for  the  West  Bank-Gaza 
authority." 

No  mention  whatsoever  is  made 
in  the  Camp  David  Agreement  of 
such  a  voting  right.  The  sole  mean¬ 
ing  of  such  a  vote  is  the  repartition 
of  Jerusalem  into  two  authorities, 
the  one  —  of  the  State  of  Israel  and 
the  other  —  of  the  Administrative 
Council  of  the  autonomy  Jerusalem 
is  nowhere  mentioned  in  the  Camp 
David  Agreement.  With  respect  to 
the  capiLal  of  Israel  letters'  were 
forwarded  and  ’  attached  to  that 
Agreement.  In  his  letter  to  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  Mr. 
Jimmy  Carter,  the  Prime  Minister 
of  Israel,  Mr.  Menachem  Begin, 
slated  that  "Jerusalem  is  one  dty, 
indivisible,  the  Capital  of  the  State 
of  Israel.”  Thus  shall  it  remain  for 
all  generations  to  come. 


the  peace  treaty  between  Egypt  and 
Israel  (three  months  being  explicitly 
stated).  This  commitment  was  car¬ 
ried  out  in  full.  That  three  months 
period  terminated  on  December  17, 
1978.  Since  then  many  settlements 
have  been  established  in  Judea, 
Samaria  and  the  Gaza  District 
without  evicting  a  single  person 
from  his  land,  village  or  town. 

Such  settlement  is  a  Jewish  in¬ 
alienable  right  and  an  integral  part 
of  our  national  security.  Therefore, 
there  shall  be  no  settlement  freeze. 
We  shall  continue  to  establish  them 
in  accordance  with  our  natural 
right.  President  Reagan  announced 
at  the  ti  me  that  "the  settlements  are 
not  illegal."  A  double  negative 
makes  a  positive,  meaning  that  the 
settlements  are  legal.  We  shall  act. 
therefore,  in  accordance  with 
our  natural  right  and  the  law,  and 
we  shall  not  deviate  from  the  princi¬ 
ple  that  these  vital  settlements  will 
not  lead  to  any  eviction.

’  seriously  deviate:  from  the  Camp 
David  Agreement,  contradict  it  and 
could  create  a  serious  danger  to 
Israel,  its  security  and  its  future,  the 
Government  of  Israel  has  resolved 
’  that  on  the  basis  of  these  positions  it 
.will  not  enter  into  any -negotiations 
with  any  party.  . 

The  Government  of  Israel  is 
ready  to  renew  the  autonomy 
-negotiations-  forthwith  with  the 
Governments  of  the  United  States 
arid  Egypt,  signatories  to  the  Camp 
David  Agreement,  arid  with  other 
states  and  elements  invited  at  Camp 
David  to  participate  in -the  negotia¬ 
tions  with  a  view  to  reaching  agree¬ 
ment  on  the  establishment  of  lull 
autonomy  for  the  Arab  inhabitants 
-  of  Judea,  Samaria  and  the  Gaza 
District,  in  total  conformity  with  the 
Camp  David  Accords.

2.  Security 

“Progressive  Palestinian  respon¬ 
sibility  for  internal  security  based 
on  capability  and  performance." 

In  the  Camp  David  Agreement  it 
is  stated: 

“A  withdrawal  of  Israeli  armed 
forces  will  take  place  and  there  mil 
be  a  redeployment  of  the  remaining 
Israeli  forces  into  specified  security 
locations. 

The  agreement  will  also  include 
arrangements  For  assuring  internal 
and  external  security  and  public 
order." 

It  is.  therefore,  clear  that  in  the 
Camp  David  Agreement  no  distinc¬ 
tion  is  made  between  internal 
security  and  external  security. 
There  can  be  no  doubt  that  were  in¬ 
ternal  security  not  to  be  the  respon¬ 
sibility  of  Israel  the  terrorist 
organization  called  PLO  —  even 
after  its  defeat  by  the  Israel 
Defence  Forces  in  Lebanon  — 
would  -  act  to  perpetrate  constant 
bloodshed,  shedding  the  blood  of 
Jews  and  Arabs  alike.  For  the 
citizens  of  Israel  this  is  a  question  of 
life  and  death. 

3.  "A  real  settlement  freeze” 

In  the  Camp  David  Agreement 
no  mention  whatsoever  is  made  of 
such  a  freeze.  At  Camp  David  the 
Prime  Minister  agreed  that  new  set¬ 
tlements  could  (tot  be  established 
(though  population  would  be  added 
to  existing  ones)  during  the  period 
of  the  negotiations  for  the  signing  of 


4.  The  definition  of  full  autonomy 

“The  definition  of  full  autonomy 
as  giving  the  Palestinian  inhabitants 
real  authority  ovct  themselves,  the 
land  and  its  resources,  subject  to 
fair  safeguards  on  water." 

Such  a  definition  is  nowhere  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  Camp  David  Agree¬ 
ment,  which  states: 

“In  order  to  provide  friil 
autonomy  to  the  inhabitants  (our 
emphasis),  etc." 

In  the  lengthy  discussion  at  Camp 
David  it  was  made  absolutely  dear 
that  the  autonomy  applies  not  to  the 
territory  but  to  the  inhabitants. 


5.  Ties  with  Jordan 
“Economic,  commercial,'  social 
and  cultural  ties  between  the  West 
Bank.  Gaza  and  Jordan.” 

In  all  the  clauses  of  the  Camp 
David  Agreement  there  is  no 
reference  whatsoever  lo  such  ties.

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‘Please  touch’  science 
exhibit  opens  at  HU

Simply  Science,  a  science  exhibi- 
ion  with  a  difference,  opened 
yesterday  morning  in  what  used  to 
be  the  cafeteria  of  the  Jewish 
National  and  University  Library  on 
the  Hebrew  University's  Givat  Ram 
canpus. 

‘  Instead  of  having  a  range  of  ex- 
libits  in  glass  cases  and  the  oc¬ 
casional  push-button  to  activate  a 
-display,  this  exhibition  is  designed 
'on  the  “please  touch”  principle. 

r  The  exhibits  have  been  designed 
fo  illustrate  basic  scientific  concepts 
|ike  the  visible  light  spectrum  or  us- 
Hlg  instruments  such  as  the 
electrocardiograph  to  show  heart 
functioning.  These  have  been 
■placed  around  the  room,  with  sim¬ 
ple  instructions  on  how  to  operate 
them. 

The  object  of  the  exercise,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Hebrew  University  Prof. 
Peter  Hillman,  one  of  the  show’s 
designers,  is  to  make  science  acces¬ 
sible  to  the  general  public.  This  aim 
is  not  easily  achieved  in  conven¬ 
tional  science  museums,  but  has 
been  very  well  demonstrated  during 
the  last  12  years  in  new  museums 
ijke  the  Exploratorium  in  Son  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Simply  Science,  unfortunate¬ 


ly.  is  not  a  permanent  exhibition:  its 
planned  first  opening  Tor  four 
months  had  to  be  stopped  in  July  for 
lack  of  space,  and  the  same  space 
shortage  is  expected  to  force  the 
currept  show  to  close  in  about  six 
weeks  or  so. 

However,  with  attendance  ex¬ 
pected  to  approach  25,000  —  the 
number  that  came  in  the  spring  and 
early  summer  —  Hillman  believes 
that  public  demand  will-  justify  a 
long-term  plan  to  set  up  a  perma¬ 
nent  science  centre. 

In  the  meantime,  Simply  Science 
is  open  from  10  a_m.  to  2  p.m.  on 
Sundays  and  Thursdays,  and  10  a.m. 
to  7  p.m.  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays 
and  Wednesdays. 

Another  development  of  the 
“please  touch”  museum  concept, 
also  to  be  found  in  the  Israel 
Museum's  Youth  Wing,  is  the  open¬ 
ing  next  week  of  the  Batsheva 
Seminar  at  the  Israel  Academy  of 
Science  in  Jerusalem  from 
September  3-8  and  at  the  Weizmann 
Institute  of  Science  in  Rehovot 
from  September  9-10.  Some  80 
science  museum  curators  from  the 
U.S.,  Europe  and  Israel  will  take 
part  in  a  week  of  continuous  learn¬ 
ing  and  cfiscussion  to  share  their  ex¬ 
perience  in  running  these  un¬ 
conventional  science  centres. 


‘Go  to  your  dentist  early  and  regularly*

EL  AVIV.  —  Go  to  the  dentist 
^gularly,  even  if  your  teeth  don’t 
urt  —  this  was  the  message 
clivered  here  yesterday  by  Dr. 
whmuei  Perl  mutter,  chairman  of  the 
Israel  Dental  Association  at  a 
premiere  of  the  annual  Dental 
Health  Day.  This  year,  the  focus  of 
the  event,  to  take  place  next 
Wednesday,  will  be  Kiryat  Shmona. 

1  “People  are  always  complaining 
c  bout  the  high  cost  of  dental  care,’” 
S  erlmutter  added.  “Well,  it’s 
cheaper  to  fill  a  small  cavity  than  to 
wait  until  the  tooth  needs  root- 
canal  work  and  a  crown." 

Free  dental  examinations  will  be 


given  on  Wednesday  at  Kiryat 
Shmona  dental  clinics  and  at  mobile 
clinics  travelling  around  the  city. 
Teachers  and  dental  hygienists,  who 
will  attend  a  special  workshop  on 
Tuesday,  wall  give  lessons  on  oral 
hygiene  in  the  schools. 

Dr.  David  Brass  urged  parents  to 
bring  their  children  to  the  dentist 
for  tiie  first  time  at  age  two,  before 
the  child  has  trouble  with  his  or  her 
teeth.  “That  way,  the  child  can  play 
in  the  office  and  get  to  know  the 
dentist.  If  Jbu  wait  until  the  child  is 
up  all  night  with  a  toothache,  his 
first  experience  with  the  dentist  will 
be  an  extraction.  That’s  where  fear 
of  the  dentist,  and  subsequent 
neglect  of  the  teeth,  begins,”  Brass 
said.

the  Great’s  father  was  murdered.

"‘icedonian  capital  Aigai  —  for 
DT  re  than  30  years,  said 'it  would

,o  expose  the  theatre  fully. 
r  “  But  I  atn  convinced  that  this  was 
the  setting  for  the  murder  of  King 
Philip  the  Second,”  he  told  a  news 
conference. 

The  4th  century  BCE  theatre 
came  to  tight  about  100  metres  from 
the  remains  of  a  royal  palace  at 
Vergina,  and  about  one  kilometre 
from  the  mound  where  Andronikos 


found  King  Philip’s  tomb  in  1977. 

Philip  was  stabbed  to  death  in  the 
theatre  at  Aigai.  during  his 
daughter’s  wedding  feast  in  336 
BCE  by  a  Macedonian  army  officer, 
according  to  ancient  historians: 

But  the  plot  behind  the  assassina¬ 
tion  was  never  revealed.  Some  ex¬ 
perts  argue  Alexander  himself  was 
-  behind  the  crime,  others  that  his 
mother  Olympias  was  seeking 
revenge  for  her  husband’s 
philandering. 

King  Philip,  who  built  the 
Macedonian  army  into  a  fighting 
force  that  conquered  much  of 
mainland  Greece,  was  murdered  on 
the  eve  of  a  military  campaign  to 
free  the  Greek  cities  of  Asia  Minor 
from  Persian  rule. 

His  death  left  Alexander  the 
Great,  then  aged  20,  to  lead  the 
Macedonians  against  the  Persian 
empire.

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Moment  of  truth 

FOR  ONCE,  (he  claim  that  American- Israel  relations  have  reached  a 
“moment  of  truih”  seems  wholly  appropriate.  After  a  long  period  of 
pretending  that  Israel's  national  aims,  as  defined  by  the  Likud 
government,  arc  perfectly  reconcilable  with  any  conceivable  U.S. 
policy.  President  Reagan,  in  a  televised  address  Wednesday  evening. 
California  lime,  made  it  plain  that  this  is  not  so.  A  frontal  clash  bet¬ 
ween  the  two  countries  appears  more  likely  than  ever  before. 

The  least  cogent  argument  against  the  new  American  peace  in¬ 
itiative.  more  full v  set  out  in  Mr.  Reagan’s  letter  to  Prime  Minister 
Begin  earlier  this  week,  is  that  it  robs  the  U.S.  of  its  former  role  as 
mediator,  or  honest  broker,  in  the  Arab-lsrael  conflict.  Energy 
Minister  Yitzhak  Berman,  who  aired  this  view  following  the  cabinet 
meeting  yesterday,  must  have  been  unaware  that  this  is  precisely  Mr. 
Reagan's  intention:  no  longer  to  be  content  with  the  role  of  mediator. 

It  had  hecome  evident  to  him.  the  president  said,  that  “some 
clearer  sense  of  America's  position  on  the  key  issues  is  necessary  to 
encourage  wider  support  for  the  peace  process.” 

This  explains  Mr.  Reagan's  failure  to  take  Mr.  Begin  into  his  con¬ 
fidence  about  the  planned  move,  even  though  he  did  consult  King 
Hussein  and  King  Fahd.  For  Mr.  Reagan's  very  purpose  is  to  solicit 
the  “wider  support”  of  such  reputed  Arab  moderates  as  Jordan  and 
Saudi  Arabia  for  the  Palestinian  autonomy.  This  he  hopes  to  secure 
by  suggesting,  in  advance,  that  “the  best  chance  for  a  durable,  just 
and  lasting  peace"  lies  in  “self-government  by  the  Palestinians  of  the 
West  Bank  and  Gaza  in  association  with  Jordan." 

Mr.  Reagan  could  easily  have  anticipated  (hat  any  such  statement 
of  American  preference  would  raise  the  hackles  of  policy-makers  in 
Jerusalem,  as  it  did.  The  tirelessly  repeated  contention  of  Israeli 
spokesmen  is  that  the  final  status  of  the  territories  must  not  be  pre¬ 
judged.  But  in  fact  Israel  has  itself  officially  ruled  out  in  advance  any 
political  solution  save  that  of  assimilating  the  territories  into  Israel. 
The  cabinet,  in  unanimousfy  rejecting  the  American  plan  yesterday 
as  unfit  even  for  discussion,  in  effect  reaffirmed  its  position  that  no 
final  arrangement  which  fails  to  provide  for  permanent  Israeli  con¬ 
trol  of  the  territories,  in  their  entirety,  is  to  be  considered  safe 
enough. 

Egypt,  for  its  part,  has  not  lagged  behind  Israel  in  prejudging  the 
issue  by  its  insistence  on  the  right  of  the  Palestinians  to  a  slate  of  their 
own. 

So  now  it  is  a  three-way  debate  among  Israel.  Egypt  and  the  U.S. 
Yet  in  this  debate  Israel  plainly  has  the  upper  hand,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  it  has  actual  dominion  over  the  territories,  and  that 
through  settlement,  which  the  cabinet  yesterday  proclaimed  a 
natural  Jewish  right,  it  is  able  to  so  affect  the  character  of  the  land  as 
to  make  the  eventual  negotiations  about  final  status  an  empty 
charade.  This,  of  course,  is  why  Mr.  Reagan  is  now  calling  for  a 
freeze  on  settlement. 

The  president  did  not  do  so  earlier,  which  is  one  reason  for  Mr. 
Begin  to  be  scandalized  by  the  new  American  move.  Until  now  all  of 
Israel's  unilateral  moves.’ whether  on  Jerusalem  or  on  the  Golan 
Heights,  have  caused  the  U.S.  only  to  kick  and  scream,  and  then 
rubber-stamp  the  consequences.  This  is  the  first  time  the  U.S..  under 
Mr.  Reagan,  has  asserted  an  independent  posture  towards  Israel. 
Paradoxically,  the  war  in  Lebanon  may  have  offered  a  powerful  im¬ 
petus:  Tor  it  was  the  very  destruction  of  the  PLO  that  may  have  led  to 
the  resuscitation  of  the  Jordanian  option,  which  Mr.  Begin  has  long 
assumed  to  be  dead  and  buried. 

The  question  before  the  country  is  whether  it  should  be  regarded 
as  worth  considering,  despite  its  vehement  rejection  by  the  cabinet. 
Some  aspects  of  the  U.S.  plan  are  marked  by  ambiguity,  and  may  call 
for  clarification  or  correction.  Thus  it  is  not  good  enough  to  propose, 
us  Mr.  Reagan  does,  that  “the  extent  to  which  Israel  should  be  asked 
to  give  up  territory  will  be  heavily  afTected  by  the  extent  of  the  true 
peace  and  normalization  and  the  security  arrangements  offered  in 
return.”  Israel  is  entitled,  under  Resolution  242,  to  newly  negotiated 
secure  and  recognized  borders  and  these  need  not  spell  just  minor 
border  rectifications. 

At  the  same  time  there  is  no  doubt  that,  as  Mr.  Reagan  puls  it,  “in 
return  for  peace,  the  withdrawal  provisions  of  Resolution  242  apply 
to  all  fronts,  including  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza.”  regardless  of  the 
pullback  from  Sinai. 

In  the  Israeli  political  arena,  it  has  fallen  to  the  Labour  Alignment 
to  uphold  those  international  obligations  which  the  government  itself 
has  undertaken.  It  has  also  fallen  to  the  Alignment  to  champion  the 
idea  of  Israel  as  a  Jewish  state  in  opposition  to  the  binational  Eretz 
Yisrael  espoused  by  jhe  Likud.  Thus  it  is  only  natural  for  the  Align¬ 
ment  to  welcome  the  American  initiative,  with  reservations,  as  a 
working  model  for  an  ultimate  peace  with  Jordan. 

At  the  cabinet  yesterday  Mr.  Begin  is  reported  to  have  blasted 
us  traitors  those  who  might  do  so.  The  premier  might  even  be 
readying  to  run  an  early  election  campaign  on  a  platform  of 
patriotism  vs.  treason.  Sueh  demagoguery  might  win  the  Likud  some 
udditionai  votes,  but  it  would  do  irreparable  damage  to  Israel's 
democracy,  and  it  would  do  nothing  to  avert  a  major  crisis  in  rela¬ 
tions  with  Israel's  most  important  friend  and  ally. 
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passed  in  parliament.  The  law,  a 
compromise  between  Catholic  and 
secular  political  forces,  will  make 
religion  an  optional  subject,  and 
change  the  approach  from  the  pre¬ 
sent  teaching  of  Catholic  doctrine 
to  a  more  objective  approach  to  the 
study  of  comparative  religions.

AT  CAMP  DAVID.  Prime  Minister 
Menuchem  Begin  recognized  that 
Jordan  does  indeed  have  a  role  to 
play  in  determining  the  future  of 
Judea  and  Samaria.  Those  who 
would  deny  this  should  simply  go 
buck  to  read  the  text  of  the 
framework  agreement  signed  on 
September  17.  1978. 

in  the  section  headlined  West 
Bank  and  Gaza,  the  document 
specifically  referred  to  Jordan  and 
its  proposed  responsibilities  no 
fewer  than  13  times.  "To  negotiate 
the  details  of  a  (five-year)  tran¬ 
sitional  agreement.”  it  said,  “Jordan 
will  be  invited  to  join  the  negotia¬ 
tions  on  the  basis  of  this 
framework.” 

To  underline  the  envisaged  Jor¬ 
danian  role,  the  Camp  David  ac¬ 
cord  noted  that  “a  strong  local 
police  force  will  be  established, 
which  may  include  Jordanian 
citizens,  in  addition,  Israeli  and  Jor¬ 
danian  forces  will  participate  in 
joint  patrols  and  in  the  .manning  of 
control  posts  to  assure  the  security 
of  the  borders.”  Since  the  reference 
to  the  joint  patrols  was  in  the  sec¬ 
tion  dealing  with  the  West  Bank  and 
Gaza,  it  was  reasonable  to  assume 
that  Jordanian  soldiers  would  even 
be  invited  to  cross  the  Jordan  River 
once  again. 

Yet  despite  this  well  documented 
background;  Israeli  officials  were 
expressing  their  outrage  on 
Wednesday  over  a  letter  to  Begin 
from  President  Ronald  Reagan 
which  recognized  a  Jordanian  con¬ 
nection  to  the  West  Bank.  Israeli  of¬ 
ficials  charged  that  this  represented 
a  dramatic  change  in  U.S.  policy  — 
a  clear  deviation  from  tbe  Camp 
David  accords,  including  even 
prevfous  American  interpretations 
of  the  agreement. 

THE  REAGAN  letter  also 
reiterated  America’s  longstanding 
opposition  to  the  establish  merit  of 
new  Israeli  settlements  in  the  ter¬ 
ritories  as  well  as  the  expansion  of 
existing  ones.  Reagan  and  his 
spoke&en,  since  taking  office  in 
January  1981,  have  publicly  op¬ 
posed  Israel's  settlement  policies, 
while  refusing  to  accept  the  Carter 
administration's  view  that  the  settle¬ 
ments  were  “illegal.” 

Instead.  Reagan  has  preferred  to 
describe  such  settlements  as 
counterproductive  to  the  peace 
process.  Secretary  of  Slate  George 
Shultz,  at  his  first  formal  news  con¬ 
ference  on  August  20,  was  asked 
about  Israeli  settlements.  Shultz 
replied; 

“The  president  has  said  to  me 
recently,  when  a  question  arose 
about  their  legality,  the  question 
isn't  whether  they  are  legal  or  il¬ 
legal.  The  question  is:  Are  they  con¬ 
structive  in  the  effort  to  arrange  a 
situation  that  may.  in  the  end.  be  a 
peaceful  one  and  be  one  in  which 
the  people  of  the  region  can  live  in  a 
manner  that  they  prefer?  His 
answer  to  that  is  no  —  expansion  of 
those  settlements  is  not  a  construc¬ 
tive  move.  1  agree  with  the 
president.” 

A  week  later.  Shultz  reiterated 
that  view  when  asked  about  settle¬ 
ments  during  an  interview  on  NBC- 
TV's  Meet  the  Press. 

What  is  true  is  ihat  Reagan  and 
former  secretary  or  state  Alexander 
Haig  did  not  make  a  major  issue  of 
the  settlements  during  the  first  16 
months  of  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion.  Yes.  Haig  publicly  spoke  out 
against  the  settlements  during  his 
Middle  East  speech  before  the 
Chicago  Council  on  Foreign  Rela¬ 
tions  ai  the  end  of  May.  But  when 
Begin  was  in  Washington  a  year 
ago.  Israeli-  settlements  were  not 
really  discussed  in  much  detail. 
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Thai  was  also  the  case  when*  Begin 
returned  to  Washington  in  June, 
during  the  early  weeks  of  the 
Lebanon  war.  At  that  time,  or 
course,  there  were  more  pressing  is- 


FOR  THAT  silence,  the  Reagan 
Administration  paid  a  price  on 
Capitol  Hill.  Several  members  of 
the  Senate  Foreign  Relations  Com-, 
mittee.  including  Democrats  Paul 
Tsongas  of  Massachusetts,  John 
Glenn  of  Ohio  and  Claiborne  Pell  of 
Rhode  Island,  as  well  as 
Republicans  Charles  Percy  of  Il¬ 
linois  and  Charles  Mathias  of 
Maryland,  later  complained  that  the 
president  had  not  raised  such  an  im¬ 
portant  item  with  the  premier. 
White  House  and  State  Department 
officials  insisted  that  U.S.  opposi¬ 
tion  to  the  settlements  had  been 
conveyed  on  many  other  occasions 
to  Israel. 

Still,  many  people  argued  that 
Begin  has  the  tendency  to  misread 
U.  S.  silence  for  U.S.  support.  Thus, 
when  he  told  Israeli  reporters  in 
Washington  shortly  after  both  of  his 
White  House  sessions  with  Reagan 
that  the  subject  of  settlements  never 
came  up.  there  was  a  broad  smile  on 
his  face.  That,  of  course,  is  a  matter 
very  close  to  his  heart. 

Now  Reagan  has  indeed  raised 
the  issue  bluntly.  The  letter  which 
Anbassador  Samuel  Lewis  delivered 
to  Begin  underlined  America's  op¬ 
position  in  clear-cut  words.  After 
the  earlier  wishy-washy  administra¬ 
tion  posture  on  this  issue,  the  letter 
apparently  came  as  a  jolt  to  Israel. 

U.S.  officials  at  the  same  time  can 
argue  that  the  letter  did  not  repre¬ 
sent  a  change  in  America's  fun¬ 
damental  policy  on  either  of  these 
two  gut  issues  —  settlements  and 
Jordanian  involvement  in  deciding 
the  future  of  the  West  Bank. 

WITH  THE  immediate  crisis  in 
West  Beirut  resolved,  senior  ad¬ 
ministration  officials  have  been  in¬ 
sisting  that  they  now  planned  a  ma¬ 
jor  new  peace  initiative  to  remove 
ail  foreign  forces  from  the  rest  of 
Lebanon  and  to  make  some 
headway  in  resolving  the  Arab- 
Israeli  conflict.  At  his  White  House 
news  conference  on  August  20.  the 
President  pledged  to  move  “quickljr 
in  the  context  of  Camp  David  to 
resolve  the  Palestinian  issue  in  all  Its 
aspects,  as  well  as  the  other  un¬ 
resolved  problems  in  the  Arab- 
Israeli  conflict."  Only  when  these 
steps  are  taken,  he  said  “can  true 
and  lasting  peace  and  security  be 
achieved  in  the  Middle  East.” 

The  Israeli  reaction  to  the 
Reagan  letter  has  been  quick  and 
sharp.  By  moving  so  dramatically, 
the  government  may  have  wanted  to 
try  to  preempt  any  further  U.S. 
statements  on  the  Palestinian  ques¬ 
tion.  By  charging  Washington  with 
deviating  from  the  Camp  David 
language,  of  course,  Israel  was  put¬ 
ting  the  Americans  on  the  defen¬ 
sive. 

That’s  probably  what  Begin  had 
in  mind  in  deciding  to  interrupt  his 
Nahariya  holiday  to  convene  a 
special  cabinet  session.  Whenever 
Israel  accuses  the  U.S.  of  moving 
away  from  earlier  commitments,  the 
Americans  automatically  tend  to  try 
to  reassure  Jerusalem  by  insisting 
that  there  has  been  no  change  in 
policy. 

In  this  particular  case,  that  is 
probably  true.  Where  there  does  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  a  change,  however,  is  in 
the  style  and  tone  of  U.S.  policy. 
The  Reagan  administration  now  ap¬ 
pears  to  be  determined  to  exploit 
the  momentum  from  the  Beirut 
achievement  to  broaden  the  peace 
agreements.  On  many  recent  occa- 
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sions,  Reagan  has  pledged  to  find 
“more  Egypts”  in  the  Arab  world  — 
meaning  more  countries  willing  to 
follow  Egypt's  lead  and  to  make 
peace  with  Israel. 

1  ALL  THIS  does  not  necessarily  mean 
that  Washington  and  Jerusalem  are 
now  on  their  supposedly  inevitable 
collision  course.  Such  predictions  or 
an  all-out  confrontation  have  been 
heard  many  times  in  the  past. 

Still,  as  virtually  everyone  with 
some  insight  into  the  current  dif¬ 
ferences  affecting  American-Israeli 
relations  has  come  to  realize,  there 
will  be  painful  strains  in  the  weeks 
and  months  ahead  as  the  U.S.  pres¬ 
ses  for  an  agreement  on  the  Palesti¬ 
nian  autonomy  negotiations  “  one 
designed  to  get  the  clock  ticking  for 
the  five-year  transition  period. 

Reagan  and  Shultz  have  not 
abandoned  Camp  David.  But  as  has 
been  the  case  from  virtually  the  first  i 
day.  Washington  and  Jerusalem 
have  serious  differences  in  in¬ 
terpreting  the  clauses  of  the  docu¬ 
ment.  _  ’  _ 

“My  own  observation  is  that  the 
language  of  Camp  David  is  quite 
worth  reading  in  that  regard,” 
Shultz  said  at  that  news  conference. 
He  pointedly  added  that  there  “is  a 
lot  of  room  within  the  Camp  David 
language”  for  “different  in¬ 
terpretations.”
